Tillman and Teller. Five hours* debate 
preceded the ratification and two 
amendments were voted down. 


The flood at Pittsburg began receding 
yesterday morning, the cold wave prob¬ 
ably saving the city from the worst In¬ 
undation in its history.

MAYOR LOW WILL ABOLISH 

THE UNNECESSARY OFFICES 


FIVE HOURS OF DEBATE 


Thinks flic Working Force In Almost Every Depart¬ 
ment Can and Should Be Largely Reduced— 
Warning to Ollicc-seekers. 


New York, Dec. 16.—Seth Low took 
the oath of office as Mayor of New 
York In the Supreme Court to-day. Mr. 
Low will assume office at noon on Jan¬ 
uary 1. 

In announcing a list of selections for 
heads of departments and the bureaus 
of the city government, Mayor-elect 
Low made the following statement to¬ 
day: 

There Is nothing In the civil service law 
to prevent the abolition of unnecessary 
positions, nor the dismissal of an Incom¬ 
petent or an unsatisfactory employe. As 
nearly ns I can gauge the present situa¬ 
tion, the working force In almost every 
department can and should be largely

TELLER GIVES SHOT AT HAY. 


Washington, Dec. 18.—By a vote of 
72 to 6 the Senate this afternoon rat¬ 
ified the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, 
which makes possible the construc¬ 
tion by the United State of the Nic¬ 
aragua canal, to be defended by its 
army and navy in time of war. The 
vote was reached a few minutes be¬ 
fore 5 o’clock after a discussion in 
executive session lasting five hours. 
Legislation providing for the con¬ 
struction of the canal is expected to 
follow at onoe, and will form one of 
the principal subjects when Congress 
reconvenes after the holiday adjourn¬ 
ment. ■ 

There were no sensational Incidents 
during the entire time. The debate was 
onnfined exclusively to a discussion of 
the merits of the agreement and the 
policy of Its provisions. The principal 
speech of the day was made by Senator 
Teller. In oppo^tlon to the treaty, and 
he was followed In rapid succession by 
twelve or fifteen other Senators, who 
spoke briefly either for or against the 
motion to ratify. 

• • • 

Might Have Done Better. 

When the resolution providing for the 
ratification of the treaty was laJd be¬ 
fore the Senate. Mr. Teller, of Colorado, 
expressed confidence that Che resolution 
would be adopted, and said that while 
he had no purpose to attempt to prevent 
that result, he was convinced that there 
are very few Senators who arc really 
satisfied with the treaty. With Great 
Britain In her present mood, he be¬ 
lieved. he said, that It would have been 
possible to secure a treaty which would 
give entire satisfaction, and he sharply 
criticised the State Department for fall¬ 
ing to do so. He took the position that 
It would have been sufficient to abro¬ 
gate the Clayton-Buiwer treaty, and 
said that England knew' well enough 
that with that result accomplished she 
could very well trust the United States 
to maintain the neutrality of the canal, 
as this country has been prepared to do 
for so many years. 

• • • 

Others Who Were Heard. 

Among the other speakers of the day 
were Senators Clay. Fairbanks. McCum- 
ber, McLaurln. of Mississippi; Culber¬ 
son, Mallory. Mason. Tillman, Bacon 
and Bate. Senator Clay was one of the 
Southern Senators who spoke In advo¬ 
cacy of the treaty. He contended that 
the treaty should be ratified because It 
secured the abrogation of the Clayton- 
Ruhver treaty. Senator Mason made a 
strong plea for the treaty, expressing 
hie gratification that American diplom¬ 
acy had succeeded In securing such a 
triumph as was this treaty over the 
original Hay-Pauncefote agreement. 

Senator Bacon's speech was made In 
connection with a motion to amend the 
treaty. In presenting this amendment 
he said he was in favor of a canal, and 
would vote for the treaty with the 
Davie amendment. He sold he opposed 
the treaty because he did not believe 
It would give the United States full con¬ 
trol of the canal. Me said that Great 
Britain rejected the amended Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty, but sent us another 
treaty about Identical with the former 
treaty as amended, except as regard* 
the Davis amendment. He considered 
that fact the moat Important of the 
whole treaty.

Amendment Voted Down.

LONDON PRESS ON THE VOTE, 

The Large Majority Is Pleasing To the 
English Cousins. 

London. Deo. 17.—The papers this 
morning express considerable satisfac¬ 
tion that the United Statea Senate rati¬ 
fied the Hay-Pauncefote treaty by such 
a large majority. 

The Morning Pont regards this as a 
great personal triumph for President 
Roosevelt and portends similar suc¬ 
cesses for hlrn when dealing with the 
other subjects discussed in the presi¬ 
dential message. 

The Dally News makes similar com¬ 
ment. with a parting criticism of Lord 
Lansdowne, Secretary of State for For¬ 
eign Affairs, “making a strategic move¬ 
ment In the rear." 

The Daily Chronicle Hays that the Im¬ 
mense majority Is a striking proof of 
haw closely the terms of the treaty 
have been adapted to the American 
point of view, and adds:

MOTION TO RECOMMIT LOST. 


ANTI-TRUST LEAGUE'S CHAR.GE3 
DECLARED TO BE UNJUST. 


Washington, Dec. 16 —Just before ad¬ 
journment this evening the Senate con¬ 
firmed the nomination of the Hon. 
Philander C. Knox to be Attorney Gen¬ 
eral of the United State*. The nomi¬ 
nation of Mr. Knox wns taken up when 
the Senate first went Into executive ses¬ 
sion. a few minutes after 12 o'clock, but 
the point was made that there first 
should be action upon the Hay-Paunce¬ 
fote treaty under the agreement 
reached last Thursday. The virtue of 
this plea was conceded and a tenta¬ 
tive arrangement was made that furth¬ 
er consideration of the nomination 
should be postponed until to-morrow. 
When, however, the Senate had dis¬ 
posed of the treaty, the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral's nomination was again called up. 

The discussion of It turned upon a 
motion made by Senator Jones, of Ar¬ 
kansas. to recommit the nomination to 
the Committee of Judiciary, in the 
meantime publishing the testimony 
hearing upon the case. Speeches In 
favor of this proposition were made by 
Senators Jone* and Turner, and In op¬ 
position by Senator* Hoar and Pettus. 
It was contended by the two Senators 
last named that the only evidence pre¬ 
sented against confirmation had been 
filed by members of the Anti-trust 
League, and was very vague and in¬ 
definite. 

The Senator* favoring the motion 
said that If this were true there could 
bo no objection on the part of the 
friends of the Attorney General to plac¬ 
ing all the facts within reach of the 
public, as the more time the committee 
should give to the subject the more 
thoroughly would the public be con¬ 
vinced of the fairness of Its position 
when ultimately taken. They dwelt at 
some length upon the charge made that 
the Attorney General previous to enter¬ 
ing upon the duties of that office had 
been attorney for the United States 
Steel Corporation and the armor plate 
manufacturers. In reply to these ac¬ 
cusations It was said that it was legit¬ 
imate for an attorney In private life 
to represent any Interest In his official 
capacity, and It wus argued that his 
position as counsellor for those Interests 
could not be used legitimately against 
him in connection with his nomination 
to a position under the present Admin¬ 
istration. So long a* he had conducted 
himself with propriety his relationship 
a* an attorney should not be used to 
his Injury as nn official. The vote 
on the motion to recommit was lost. 
The ballot stood 43 to 7. There was 
no roll call on the motion to confirm, 
which Immediately followed. 

HENRY PRATT GETS 

FIVE MONTHS’ SENTENCE. 


Last Summer It Required Strenuous 
Efforts To Save Him From 
Mob Violence. 


Birmingham, Ala., Dec. 16.—Henry 
Pratt, the negro who was protected 
from a mob by Sheriff Kyle, of Tusca- 
loi*?a county, last summer, was to-day 
sentenced to five months at hard labor 
for an attempted assault on a white 
girl

Using Same Station. 

P3ri*. Ky.. D$c 16.— (Special.]-The 
traffic anmngement between the Louis, 
vllle and Nashville and F. and C. rail¬ 
roads went Into effect this morning, 
and train* on the F. and C. now arrive 
at and depart from the L. and N. pas¬ 
senger station, on Tenth etc* t. 


The usual scenes along the river 
fronts In Pittsburg and Allegheny at 
high water mark were reproduced to¬ 
day. The only novelty was the form¬ 
ing f a large number of excellent skat¬ 
ing .-inks a tribe foot »if Allegheny street 
by the w'ater freezing before it could 
retreat. The Ice wan about two inches 
thick, and It* smooth surface tempted 
crowds of »kAter* to exercise themselves 
all Jay, despite the hitter cold. The 
public school* In the lower wards of Al¬ 
legheny were closed by the stage of 
water In the cellars, and the boys and 
girls thus granted an extra holiday 
were not slow to take advantage of an 
opportunity to skate over the surface 
of streets not often turned Into public 
rinks. 

Suffering because of the cold was far 
more In evidence than that caused by 
the high water. Twenty-five feet had 
l>een promised at Pittsburg, but this 
was passed and not many business 
houses were obliged to close. At Davis 
Island dam 24.3 feet was recorded. Here 
the river began to fall at noon, and at 
midnight stood at 20.6 feet. At Herr's 
Island dam 28 feet, the maximum 
height, was reached at 6 o'clock this 
morning, it remained stationary until 
f> o'clock, then began to fall. Mills along 
the Allegheny river were delayed In 
work, water In fiy wheel pits being re¬ 
sponsible for the suspension. All had 
resumed at 6 o’clock to-night. 

• • • 

Many Barges Wrecked. 

Davis Island dam Is plied high with 
the wreckage of runaway coal barge*. 
The channel Is not blocked, however, 
and It Is not expected It will he. Tow¬ 
boats ar* working energetically to clear 
the stream and allow about 15.000.000 
bushel* of coal to start South Wednes¬ 
day or Thursday. That much la ready 
for shipment on the present rise. The 
current of the river 1* sufficient to clear 
the way for the fleet when once started 
on Its way South. 

On the Monongahela harbor the water 
at Its highest stood at 274 feet. It be¬ 
gan to fall there at 7 o'clock this morn¬ 
ing. The mills and factories along the 
bank* of this stream did not suffer 
greatly. Many families In the West 
End were forced to leave their home* 
for hour*, and many cold* were doubt¬ 
less contracted. Traffic in this part of 
Pittsburg wo* lmi*eded by about two 
Inches of Ice left by the receding wa¬ 
ters freezing In the Intense cold. 

• • • 

Railroads Lose Heavily. 

The railroad* entering the city were 
heavy losers, principally because of de¬ 
lay and belated trains. In the freight 
yards many cars were caught by rising 
water and could not be moved in time to 
save their content*. Telegraph com¬ 
munication was not seriously Interrupt¬ 
ed. Street car travel In the twin cities 
was decidedly unpleasant all day. Many 
makeshifts were necessary on some 
lines, and the crowd* of people on their 
way to purchase Christmas gift* were 
put to great Inconvenience. Shortage 
of gas caused much Inconvenience in 
both Pittsburg and Allegheny.

Plttaburg. Dec. 16.—[Special.]—Zero 
weather and high water combined to 
make Pittsburg and vicinity one of the 
most uncomfortable places on the map. 
While the rivers did not reach- the 
height of the last flood, that of Novem¬ 
ber. l&OO, they did not fall far below 
that mark, and the rise was sudden and 
almost unexpected. True, the Weather 
Bureau sent out warning* all day Sun¬ 
day, hut that being a day of rent and 
closed business establishments, the cold 
freshet caused greater damage and In¬ 
convenience than It otherwise would 
have done. 

It was a day of discomfort, hut not of 
danger. The Allegheny river reached 
it* greatest height, 28 feet, at 10 o'clock 
in the morning, and remained station¬ 
ary all day. but toward evening had re¬ 
ceded sufficiently to set to rent ail fears 
of further damage or continued high 
water. The Ohio and Monongahela 
came close to That mark. The greatest 
1o*ers by the winter flood of 1901 were 
the river Interests, the Monongahela 
River Uonsolldated Uoal and Coke Com¬ 
pany losing a fleet of empty coal boats 
valued at about 360,000, but salvage on 
thl* property will greatly reduce that 
figure,

THE WATERS RECEDING. 

But Death, Suffering and Inconven¬ 
ience Have Followed Flood. 

Philadelphia. Dec. 16.—Advices from 
all section* of the eastern half of Penn¬ 
sylvania, over which area Saturday 
night’s rnorrn raged furiously, are to 
the effect that the waters covering the 
flooded district* are receding and that 
railroad and telegraph communication 
are slowly being restored. Frum To- 
wanda to-night comes the announce¬ 
ment of three deaths caused by the 
flood near that town, and the additional 
statement that two others will die from 
the effects of exposure. The damage to 
property and the pecuniary loss from en¬ 
forced suspension of many industries 
will reAch many hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. Dozens of coal mines are 
flooded, along with hundreds of Indus¬ 
trial concerns along the water way*, 
throwing Idle thousands of men. It Is 
estimated that more than forty thou¬ 
sand person* have been rendered Idle. 
The Susquehanna river, which rose at 
some points twenty-nine feet above the 
low water tinrk, is going down grad¬ 
ually. except In the low** end of the 
State, where It 1* reported to be rising 
two Jaches an hour. The good report* 
from up-river points, however, have al¬ 
layed fear and the indication* are that 
ttie southern end of the State will suffer 
little from the swollej river. 

The railroad situation 1* gradually be¬ 
coming better Up to 5 o'clock this aft¬ 
ernoon. when the Delaware, Lacks want 
and Western railroad started a train 
for New York direct, communication 
w*lth New York was cut off rrom Scran¬ 
ton and Wllkesbarre and trains were 
*ent by the way of Sunbury. Harris¬ 
burg and Philadelphia, a distance of 330 
miles. The direct route I* only 145 
mile*. 

The Central railroad of New Jersey 
5* still tied up ns far a* through service 
(a concerned. Trains are being run be¬ 
tween local points. The Lehigh Valley 
railroad to-night opened Its through 
service between Buffalo and New Yotk 
City by making a detour over branch 
line*, thus passing around the flooded 
district. 

An Incident of the storm was the clos¬ 
ing of the Broad-street Theater to¬ 
night. Frank Daniels Company was to 
have opened a two week*’ . ngac» m^nt 
to-night, and the company, composed of 
over one hundred persons, left Buffalo 
on a special train at 8;30 Sunday morn¬ 
ing via the Lehigh Valley rallr aJ. The 
flooded section was reached and the 
train could proceed no further. The 
railroad company. In Its endeavor to 
have the actors get to Philadelphia in 
time for a performance to-night had the 
train transferred to three or four differ¬ 
ent railroad* and Anally got It to the 
New York Central at a point In New 
York State. The train reached Albany 
this afternoon and then proceeded to 
New' York City. The theatrical company 
there took a train for Philadelphia and 
will reach here early In the morning. 

Tales of narrow escapes from drown¬ 
ing come from aJl the flooded districts. 
Hundreds of families In little hamlets 
have bei-n deprived of their homes for 
the time being by swollen streams, and 
the extremely cold weather that has set 
In adds much to the suffering. At New¬ 
port. a small village near Allentow'n. 
live hundred Italians wer$ surrounded 
by water and were prisoner* In their 
homes for thirty-six hours. At Jersey 
shore 200 Italian* working on the rail¬ 
road ther? were driven from their shan¬ 
ties by the overflowing of Pine creek.

Lord Rosebery Fails To 
Show Liberals Light. 


CHESTERFIELD SPEECH FAILS. 


BURDEN OF HIS ADDRESS WAS A 
PLEA FOR REORGANIZATION. 


QUOTES FROM MESSAGE. 


Chesterfield. England, Dec. 16.—Lord 
Rosebery, the former Liberal Premier, 
was accorded a great reception when he 
appeared on the crowded platform here 
thl* evening. He said he had come by 
Invitation and did not wteh to Indulge 
In phraseology, but to speak hi* mind 
and offer the Liberal* some dispassion¬ 
ate advice |(Tho Libera! pnrty. he con¬ 
tinued. had passed through a long and 
trying illness, but was now approaching 
convalescence, one of the signs of w hich 
was that It had gotten rid of the Irish 
alliance. The Liberal party must now 
regain unity, though he would not ad¬ 
vise Just how thl* should be done. 

Lord Rosebery’* long-expected and 
much-heralded speech was received with 
marked enthusiasm by an Immense 
crowd. It can hardly be said to have 
thrown much light along the pathway 
of the liberal party. That the speech 
wa* a finished oratorical effort was 
amply testified by the frequent ap¬ 
plause with W'hlch the speaker was in¬ 
terrupted. But It Is doubtful, when he 
had finished, if hi* most admiring lis¬ 
tener could have given any Justification 
for his enthusiasm, save that It vvu* 
Lord Rosebery. 

Resolved Into its elements, the speech 
merely said: "Get together." 

The speaker himself confessed that he 
did not pretend to say how this cohe¬ 
sion should be accomplished. In urg¬ 
ing his fellow' Liberals to reorganize. 

• Lord Rosebery quoted the following 

• word* from the message of President 
Roosevelt: 

"We hope to keep going by slow' 
steps, not by bounds. We must keep 
our eyes on the stars, but we must al*o 
remember that our feet are on the 
ground.*' 

The following wns the tenor of the 
former Premier’s speech. 

The Ministry was wrong, but the Lib¬ 
eral* should be very careful how they 
tried to set It light. 

Turning from the immediate outbreak 
of th** war. Lord Rosebery touched 
upon education. In which, he said, 
i Great Britain wns woefully behind her 
sister nations. Her commercial devel¬ 
opment was also saoiy atrophied, and 
the time would soon come when Brit¬ 
ain would be forced to fight for trade 
supremacy. She would then be as help¬ 
less a* though firmed with bows and ar¬ 
rows. 

Lord Rosebery maintained a discreet 
vagueness on the question of his per¬ 
sonal Inclinations concerning the lead¬ 
ership of the Liberal party. He said 
he could not Imagine himself In the po¬ 
sition of a Minister But hi the next 
breath he told how he would reorganize 
the Wer Office If It fell to his lot. He 
said this reorganization. however, 
should be postponed. 

The speaker's recipe for the proposed 
reorganization nf thl* office was a ch»r- 
acterlstlcally American one. namely, the 
appointment of a commission. 

• • • 

Goes For War Office. 

Concerning the Government’s conduct 
of the war. Lord Rosebery was «?vere 
and scornful. The complaint of the 
Government that the Boers had not 
made war according to the recognized 
rules reminded him that the same thing 
had been said by the old Austrian Gen- 
| «?rals of young Napoiean. when the lat. 
ter wus beating them. He was partic¬ 
ularly sarcastic at the expenw of th* 
explanation of thv i.'arl of Salsbury, the 
Lord Chancellor, that only a "sort of 
warfare" was now going on, and he 
strongly condemned what he termed 
the scandalous misrepresentations by 
which the Govemm nt had precipitated 
the lust general election. 

■ Lord Robbery heavily blamed the 
Goverment fen* Its tactlessness, which, 
he declared, had produced unparalleled 
Ill-will toward Great Britain In every 
E&urojx-an population, and which Ire at¬ 
tributed largely to what he called the 
provocative oratory of Mr. Chamber¬ 
lain. the Colonial Secretary. 

Whilst he was emphatic on the neces¬ 
sity Of vigorously prosecuting the war 
and expressing the fullest confidence In 
L*>rd Kitchener, Lord Rosebery said 
that he thought the Government should 
be prepared to listen to peace over¬ 
tures. and he contended there W*a* noth¬ 
ing degrading or abusing In recognizing 
the exiled Boer Government for the 
purpose of making peace. Thf* thre** 
greatest civilians who had waged war 
in the past centum, the speaker said— 
ritt, Bismarck ami Lincoln—had not 
disdained such efforts to *ecure peace.

Felix Agnus and attend*^) by Senator 
McComa*. the Maryland members of ths 
House and a few other friends. A reso¬ 
lution will be prepared extending to the 
Admiral the thanks of Congress for his 
service* In the t*attle of Santiago and 
conferring on him the rank, pay and 
emoluments of a Rear Admiral on tha 
active list of the nsvy. 

A preamble to the resolution will re¬ 
cite Admiral Dewey’* conclusion of tha 
Court of Inquiry giving Admiral Schley 
credit for the victory In the tattle of 
Santiago. Senator McComas will Intro¬ 
duce the resolution In the Senate and 
Mr Mudd will offer a similar one in tho 
Houae. If deemed expedient, an effort 
will he made to give Admiral Schley the 
rank of Vice Admiral. The resolutions 
will be prepared promptly and Intro¬ 
duced In both house* and an attempt 
will be made to have early action on 
them. 

• • • 

Will Not Seek Retrial. 


M. A. Teague, one of Admiral Schley's 
counsel before the Court of Inquiry, 
and who was also a guest at the din* 
ner. said to-night that the Admiral 
would not seek a retrial of the case un¬ 
der any circumstances. HI* desire and 
that of his friend* was to be relieved 
of the censure Imposed upon him by tha 
report of the majority of the Court of 
Inquiry. Nor. he added, would there ha 
any suit Instituted having in view tha 
obtaining of money for libelous publi¬ 
can* mis affecting him. 

Mr. Teague says that a vigorous bill 
of exception* to the conclusion* of tha 
court will he filed with the Secretary 
of the Navy. 

Senator McComas said: 

"I think an Investigation by Con¬ 
gress would not have decisive results. 
It Is not udvlsable. In some fashion 
this Congress should have a chance 
to vote Admiral Dewey's finding to be 
Judgment of Congress right or wTong. 

1 want to see such vote and I hope to 
*ee It before the session ends. I will 
Introduce a practical proposition tend¬ 
ing to bring such vote In the 8enato 
at least. The details I do not now de« 
sire to elaborate." 

An echo of the verdict of the 
Court of Inquiry was heard in 
the Senate to-day when Mr. Jone*. 
of Arkansas. Introduced a resolution ex¬ 
tending the thank* of Congress and of 
the American people to Admiral Schley 
and the officers and men under his com¬ 
mand during the battle of July 3, JS99, 
off the harbor of Santiago. Cuba. In 
submitting the resolution Mr. Jones 
made no statement and it was referred, 
without comment, to the Committee on 
Naval Affairs. 

Another development was the action 
by Admiral Schley's counsel In ask¬ 
ing that the approval of the findings 
by th© Secretary of the Navy be de¬ 
ferred. This wus agreed to and Secre¬ 
tary Long acknowledged in an lnfor- 
mil letter the receipt of the request 
from Admiral Schley for permission to 
file a bill of objection*. Th** Secretary's 
reeponse was brief and purely formal. 

It grunted the request and allowed 
until Friday next In which to submit 
the bill. 

• • • 

Criminal Libel Still Holds, 

The decision to file a bill of excep¬ 
tion* wo* reached nt a conference held 
to-day between Admiral Schley and hi* 
counsel. Isador Raynor and M. A. 
Teague, also Gen. Felix Agnus, of Bal¬ 
timore, and Congressman Schlrm, of 
Maryland. After the conference Admiral 
Schley authorized Mr. Teague to mak* 
the following statement: 

We have bem In consultation as to 
what further proceedings shall bo taken. 
Nothing definite has been determined upon 
so far as civil or crim.nal action of any 
kind against Maclay and his -ponsor* 1* 
concerned. Mac lay's claim thnt the find¬ 
ings of the court are a vindication for 
himself and his book is absolutely spuri¬ 
ous. There ar»* no leas than half n dozen 
Instances In the Iwok, Even If he were to 
accept the find ngs of the court and in¬ 
corporate them In the volume ami char.go 
It to suit the finding*, the book would be 
still criminal libel.

OTHER WORK OF THE SENATE. 


Washington. Dec. 16.—A resolution 
heretofore offered by Mr. Vest, of Mis¬ 
souri. instructing the Committee on the 
Judiciary to Inquire into the subject of 
anarchy and to report to the Senate by 
bill or otherwise a constitutional meth¬ 
od by which Congress might legislate for 
the suppression of anarchy and for the 
control of anarchists was adopted by 
the Senate to-day. 

Chairman Ray, of the House Com¬ 
mittee on Judiciary, to-day appointed 
the special committee to draft an anti- 
anarchist measure as follows: 

Ray, New York: Jenkins, Wisconsin: 
Overstreet, Indiana, Littlefield, Maine, 
Republicans, and Lantham. Texas; BJ3- 
llott, 8outh Carolina; Smith. Kentucky 
and Fleming. Democrats. 

The special committee will meet after 
the holidays and in the meantime the 
chairman will Introduce a measure 
which will be the basis of the commit¬ 
tee’s action. 

The Senate adopted a resolution of¬ 
fered by Mr. Clay directing the Poet- 
master General to send to the Senate 
a complete statement of the amounts 
paid by the United States Government 
to various steamship lines for mail serv¬ 
ice, together with copies of the contracts 
in each case. 

A resolution by Mr. Nelson (Minn.) 
requesting the President to send to the 
Senate a copy of the report of Ambas¬ 
sador Choate relative to certain charges 
Imposed by "London dock companies 
upon American flour and other Ameri¬ 
can products shipped to that port" waa 
adopted. 

• • • 

Wants Open Session. 


Mr. Clapp (Minn.) called up his reso¬ 
lution providing that further discussion 
of the pending Hay-Pauncefote treaty 
should be had In open session. Address¬ 
ing the Senate briefly, he said that 
while the resolution was not Introduced 
as a Joke, the country reg/frded the ex¬ 
ecutive sessions of the Senate as a farce. 
He did not think there was any occa¬ 
sion under ordinary conditions for secret 
session of the Senate. 

Despite every effort of the Senate the 
American people did obtain reports of 
secret sessions. While his resolution, he 
believed, would be shelved, he was ot, 
opinion that the executive sessions "will 
become a part of the tradition and rub¬ 
bish of this great people of ours.” 

Mr. Masrn (Ill.) coincided with the 
views expressed by Mr Clapp, and de¬ 
clared that the Senate’s executive ses¬ 
sions w*ere an "ancient barnacle." which 
ought to be swept away. Mr. Mason 
was interrupted by Mr. Money (Miss.), 
who raised a point of order against dis¬ 
cussion of the subject In open session, 
but finally the resolution was referred 
on motion of Mr. Spooner (WIs.) to the 
Committee on Rules. Then at 12:12 p. 
m. the Senate went into executive ses¬ 
sion and at 6:23 adjourned. The ad¬ 
journment was a mark of respect to the 
memory of the late Representative Mar¬ 
riott Brostus. of Pennsylvania. Senator 
Penrosf? presenting the customary res¬ 
olutions. 


DEBATE WILL BE RESTRICTED. 

Those Opposing Philippine Tariff Bill 
Are Disappointed. 

Washington. Dec. 16.—Plans were be¬ 
ing made on both sides of the House 
of Representatives to-day for the two 
days* debate on the Philippine Tariff 
Bill, which begins to-morrow. Each 
side will have four hnd one-half hours. 
This considerably restricts the limits of 
debate, particularly the opposition which 
had Intended to make this bill the text 
for a rather elaborate arraignment of 
the policy of the party in power. Chair¬ 
man Payne will open the debate In a 
speech of about three-quarters of an 
hour, and Mr. Dalzei). of Pennsylvania, 
will close the debate Just before the vote 
is taken on Wednesday. Mr. Richard¬ 
son. of Tennessee, will open for the 
Democrats.* and there is a long list of 
Democratic members who will speak In 
opposition. 

NO MARKET IN CUBA. 


Birmingham. Ala.. Dec. 16 — [Special 1 
—J. H. Means, general manager of the 
Dominion Coal and Iron Company, left 
this morning on his return to Nova 
Scotia with thre*' car loads of Alabama 
negroes, who will go to work at the 
furnaces there. 

Mr. Means encountered some opposi¬ 
tion to the deportation of the negroes, 
but Anally got them off. 

He took the wives and daughters of 
the men along with them. 

Mr Means has already a number of 
n*gro hands at Sydney, where the furn¬ 
ace* are. and it appeurs that their work 
has been satisfactory, it Is not known 
whether the Immigration will be con¬ 
tinued or not. 

Mr. Means was former superintendent 
of furnaces for the Sloss-Sheffield Steel 
gnd Iron Company

Trials of Union Miners Set 
For Thursday. 


COUCH ON TRIAL AT DIXON. 


SEVENTY-FIVE MEN STILL EN¬ 
CAMPED AT NORTON VILLE. 


WOOD’S PLAN FOR NEW TOWN. 


Madlsonvllle. Ky.. Dec. ;6.—[Special.] 
—The examining trials of Vice Presi¬ 
dent Burnaby, Camp Leader Artie 
Oates and other union leaders waa 
called before County Judge Hall for the 
fourth time this morning. By agree¬ 
ment of the attorneys on both sides the 
cases were again continued In order 
that Messrs. ThomftS and Jennings, of 
counsel for the defense, might be able 
to go to Dlxcm, where they have a case 
In Circuit Court. Thursday morning at 
10 o'clock is the time set for the trial 
of the union leaders, and Judge Hall 
announced that both sides would better 
be ready, ns the cases would be tried 
at that time. W. H. Yost, the t hief 
counsel for the union miners, arrived 
here from Louisville this afternoon, too 
late to be present at the trial. Had he 
arrived a few hours earlier the cases 
would have been tried to-day. All the 
witnesses In the case were put under 
the rule to appear in court Thursday.

Jean Couch’s Trial. 


The trial of Jean Couch, a union ne¬ 
gro. was called in the Circuit Court at 
Dixon to-dav. , Couch was Indicted by 
the last grand iury for complicity in an 
attack on several nonunion negroes 
who were on their way to Providence 
several months ago. The negroes were 
fired on from ambush, and one of them 
was shot in the leg. The fire of the 
attacking party was returned by sever¬ 
al coal company officials who accom¬ 
panied the negroes. The ambuscaders 
then attempted to run and make their 
escape. The officials guve chase and 
captured Couch. He was taken to 
Providence and lodged In Jail. 

That same evening, while the offi¬ 
cers were conveying Couch to the 
county Jail at Dixon they were attack¬ 
ed by a large party of Couch’s friends, 
who attempted to take him from the 
officers. In the trouble that followed 
two hundred shots were fired In the 
darkness, and It was reported at the 
time that several of the attacking party 
were injured, but owing to the darkness 
they managed to make their escape. 
The efforts of Couch's friends to rescue 
the prisoner were futile, and the prison¬ 
er was lodged In Jail, where he has 

been confined since. 

• • • 

The Union Camp. 


About seventy-five men are still In the 
union camp at Nortonvllle. The men 
remain In camp nearly all the time, 
except for an occasional visit to the 
railroad depot at train time. The pro¬ 
posed plan of District President Wood 
to build a town on the site of the old 
camp ground at Nortonvllle seems to 
have fallen through, as no more new 
buildings are being put up. At the time 
the plan was proposed Mr. Wood said It 
was his intention to establish head¬ 
quarters at this point for all the union 
miners In the district, and said he 
would have 3,000 people there by Christ¬ 
mas. It was his Intention, so he said, 
to Incorporate a town there, call It 
Unlontown. and elect thelr'own munici¬ 
pal officers. One of the union officials 
here told the Courier-Journal corre¬ 
spondent this evening that Mr. Wood’s 
plan would yet be carried out. He said 
the work had been delayed awaiting 
developments. 

The Guards Reduced. 

Hopkinsville. Ky.. Dec. 16.—[Special.] 
—Eight of the guards at the Empire 
mines were discharged to-day. Twelve 
men are now' guarding the mining prop¬ 
erty under the county’s pay. County 
Judge Cansler Is of the opinion that no 
more are needed for the present, and 
he believes that the conditions will soon 
be such that all may be withdrawn. 
There has been no disorder at the mines 
recently.

CABLE MEN ARE NOT WORRIED 


St. Johns. X. F., Dec. 16—Owing to 
fog and rain Marconi was unable to 
swing his kites In midair to-day. He 
therefore went to Cape Spear to de¬ 
termine on the fitness of that promon¬ 
tory for the wireless telegraph station 
which he proposes to erect. The In¬ 
ventor will use a mast 200 feet high. 
Instead of kites, as giving more certain 
results. 

Being Informed at Cape Spear by 
telephone of the newspaper report that 
Thomas Edison discredited the an¬ 
nouncement of signals having been re¬ 
ceived here last week from Cornwall. 
Signor Marconi replied that the sig¬ 
nals were received by himself that they 
were absolutely genuine. Further, Gov. 
Boyle, at Marconi’s request, has cabled 
the fact to King Edward. The inventor 
w*il! give a special exhibition here to¬ 
morrow to the Governor, Premier and 
a gathering of representative citizens. 
Marconi will inaugurate the New Year 
by sending a special message over the 
Atlantic If the steamer on which he Is 
to sail from New York reaches England 
In time. He will go direct to Cornwall 
and take charge of matters there. 

Marconi Is amply satisfied with the 
recognition which the world accords to 
the new* discovery. By midsummer he 
will have a fully equipped station here 
for sending and receiving messages be¬ 
tween America and England, and an¬ 
other station on the Massachusetts 
coast. 

Mr. Marconi returned here from Cape 
Spear this evening, where he experi¬ 
enced poor luck. The weather was ren¬ 
dered unpleasant by fog, wind and a 
rainstorm, nnd the Inventor was un¬ 
able to decide upon a site for his pro¬ 
posed station. He could not see the 
surrounding region and a general view 
of the physical features of the country 
In the vicinity Is necessary before fixing 
upon a site. Mr. Marconi wishes to 
avoid the presence of a high hill behind 
the station. Hills in the background 
are detrimental to the system if they 
are In the line of transmission, as they 
weaken the signals by causing a re¬ 
bound.

WILL RETURN TO ENGLAND. 

Tests At ^3t. Johns Are Over For the 
Time Being. 

London, Dec. 16.—A cable dispatch has 
been received here from St. Johns. N. F., 
announcing that Signor Matron! will 
sail for England December 19. 

At the headquarters here of the In¬ 
ventor of wireless telegraphy It was 
said to-day by the officials In charge 
that the experiments at St. Johns, so 
far as they know*, are over. They do not 
expect to hear any further details un¬ 
til Signor Marconi arrives In London. 
It was said that storms on both sides 
of the Atlantic had seriously Interfered 
with the work which, the officials claim, 
would have been much more satisfac¬ 
tory under norma’, weather conditions, 
the Poldhu. Cornwall, station having 
been seriously damaged by high winds. 


On returning here from Cape Spear 
Mr. Marconi was served with legal 
documents from the solicitors of the 
Anglo-American Telegraph Company. 
These notify him that the said com¬ 
pany possesses an excluFJve monopoly 
of the telegraph business within New¬ 
foundland and Us dependencies and de¬ 
mand that he cease his experiments 
and remove his appartus forthwith, oth¬ 
erwise the company will apply to the 
Supreme Court for an injunction re¬ 
straining him from further trials. 

Marconi has not yet decided what 
course of action he will take In the 
matter. But he regards this action on 
the pnrt of the Anglo-American Tele¬ 
graph Company as ihe best proof of the 
importance of his new discovery. 


Washington, Dec. 16.—John Foord, 
secretary of the Asiatic Association, 
which is composed of about 250 firms 
doing business in the far East, to-day 
arranged with the President to receive 
a memorial from the association next 
Wednesday. The association is espe¬ 
cially desirous' thut the door of Man¬ 
churia be kept open to American tex¬ 
tile fabrics and to that end wishes the 
Government to obtain written pledges 
from Russia In case China relinquishes 
that province. It also desires the re¬ 
peal of the war tax on tea. the estab¬ 
lishment of an international bank In 
China and private ownership of the 
proposed Pacific cable. 

The delegation which will call on the 
President Wednesday also will appear 
before the congressional committees on 
immigration to argue in favor of a 
modification of the Chinese exclusion 
act, which will permit Chinese mer¬ 
chants to come into this country with 
more freedom. 


BELIEVES MARCONI SUCCEEDED. 

Professor of Electrical Mechanics At 
Columbia Speaks. 

New York, Dec. 16.—M. I. Pupin, pro¬ 
fessor of electrical mechanics at Co¬ 
lumbia University, in an interview, says 
he fully believes Marconi succeeded in 
signaling between the coasts of New¬ 
foundland and Cornwall, England, by 
his system of wireless telegraphy. Con¬ 
tinuing, the professor said: 

"The signals were very faint, as l read 
in the report, but that has little to do 
with It. The distance, which is about 
1.800 miles between these two points, 
was overcome, and further development 
of the sending Instruments is all that is 
required." 

Prof. Pupin said that members of the 
Society of Electrical Engineers had dis- 
cussed the subject two years ago. and 
many were at that time of the opinion 
that the day was not far distant when 
wireless message* would be Bent 1.000 
miles or more. Again, continuing, he 
said: 

"One point which is of great value and 
] interest to the scientific world is that 
Marconi has proved conclusively that 
the curvature of the earth Is no obsta¬ 
cle to the system of wireless telegraphy. 
Some were Inclined to think, and there 
were many heated discussions upon it, 
that the curvature limited the system 
All Marconi’s effort* or late have been 
directed toward perfecting and making 
hts sending apparatus more |>owerful 
and giving a greater height to the send¬ 
ing end. it still remains to he proved, 
however, that heavy banks of fog. low 
hanging clouds and heavy showers 
along and in the path of the transmit¬ 
ted electric wave will not entirely ob¬ 
struct its progress. The presumption 
generally is that they will, as experi¬ 
ments thus far have proved Atmos¬ 
pheric conditions have also much to do 
with and strongly affect the electric 
wave."

TESTS BEFORE MARCONI’S TIME 

Wireless Telegmphy Demonstrated 
By James B. Lindsay In 1859. 

Chicago, Dec. 15.—The Record-Heraid 
says: 

Wireless telegraphy was studied for 
many years before Marconi was able 
to demonstrate Its practicability. Older 
scientists proved the theory. It re¬ 
mained for the young Italian to per¬ 
fect It. 

It was known to the scientific world 
thai James Bowman Lindsay, the cele¬ 
brated Scotch scientist, demonstrated 
the theory not only of wireless telegra¬ 
phy but of the electric light. 

Lindsay waa born in 1799 and died In 
1862. All his life long he must have 
pinched himself to the utmost limits lo 
order to purchase materials for his 
numerous experiments. He worked, 
and worked alone, on the borders of 
starvation. He had no house, only one 
room could he afford, but that one 
room had in it more than any palace In 
the kingdom 

It was lit up by an electric light of 
his own installation in the year 1835. 
It la difficult to realize that sixty-six 
years ago a room could have been so 
Illuminated. 

That same room was famous for oth¬ 
er reasons. It was hero he wrote sev¬ 
eral of his works and that portion of 
his dictionary In fifty different lan¬ 
guages. which, in his own handwriting, 
is in a glass case in the Dundee mu¬ 
seum. 

In 1845 he suggested the possibility of 
extending the electric telegraph to 
America. In 1B63 he maintained that 
It was possible to establish electrical 
communication through water without 
connecting wires. 

In 1854 he patented his Invention. 
That same year he conducted experi¬ 
ments in London and at Portsmouth, 
where he successfully telegraphed 
w’lthout wires across water 500 yards 
wide. 

In 1859 he telegraphed In this manner 
across the River Tay, at Glencarse. 
where It Is about half a mile wide, and 
read a paper on this subpect before 
the British Association assembled at 
Aberdeen. In presence of the members 
he conducted experiments at the Aber¬ 
deen docks, which successfully proved 
the correctness of his theories. 


more Important result is that the ver¬ 
tical wire at the moment the spark 
passes omits waves which go out Into 
space Into all directions and continue I 
to do so as long ns the key is depressed. 

It Is quite easy to understand, therefore, 
that by depressing the key for a short 
or a long period short and long series i 
of wave* or oscillations are emitted 
and the Morse alphabet, which is used 
In ordinary telegraphy, may be em¬ 
ployed. 

The only thing that remains is to get 
something that will pick up and Indi¬ 
cate the presence of these oscillations. I 

The apparatus which Marconi employs 
to do this Is w'hat is commonly known 
as a "coherer." a name which Is due 
to Prof. Oliver Lodge, of Liverpool. An 
Italian named Calxechl was the first to 
discover the sensibility of coherers and 
filing tubes to Hertz waves. He found 
that metallic filings in a loose etate of 
contact offered an appreciable resistance 
to the passage of a current. He found 
also, however, that on exposing these 
filings to the action of Hertzian waves 
the resistance fell enormously, but that 
on shaking them up the resistance was 
increased again to its original value 
Marconi’s coherer works on the same 
principle, but Is vastly more sensitive 
and reliable than those used by Cal- 
zecchl, Branly and other*. 

It consists of a small glass tube about 
two Inches long. In which two small sil¬ 
ver plugs a quarter of an Inch long are 
tightly fitted and separated from each 
other by about one-thirtieth of an inch, 
the gap between them being partially 
filled with a mixture of nickel and sil¬ 
ver filings, these metals having been 
found to be the most sensitive and re¬ 
liable after a long series of experiment. 
The coherer exhausted to a vacuum of 
four millimeters. 

8o much for the coherer. The rest of 
the receiving apparatus is perfectly easy 
to understand. In circuit with the co¬ 
herer is a single dry cell and a teie- 
graph'c relay of the ordinary type. This 
relay u?ed to dose the circuit of a 
local battery, which work* a Morse writ¬ 
ing instrument, and also an electric bell 
hammer, which strikes the coherer a 
smart tap to restore It to its norma! 
high resistance after it has received an 
impulse from the distant tran*mlter. 

To protect the coherer from the too 
powerful effects of the local transmit¬ 
ter the whole receiver 1b Inclosed In a 
metallic box. 

To receive a message all that Is now 
necessary Is to connect the vertical line 
either directly or through a small in¬ 
duction coil to one end of the c«/herer. 
the other end of it being connected to 
the earth. 

Such is the Marconi apparatus In use 
aboard the steamer Pome. 

Of the working of a wireless telegraph 
station there Is not much to tay. as it is 
essentially the same as that of any other 
telegraph office. At present the speed of 
transmission Is rather less; It does not 
ordinarily exceed about fifteen w*ords a 
minute, but this will, of course, increase 
with time. 

A call Is indicated by a bell, which is 
switched off during the reception of a 
message. As before slated, the tele¬ 
grams are printed In dots and dashes 
on an ordinary Morse Inker, the operator 
having merely to read them from the 
tape. 

The key used Is of a slightly different 
form fmm the usual Morse key, the 
bAck contact being used to connect tne 
vertical wire to the receiver, so that 
no changing over from the transmitter 
to the receiver is necessary after send¬ 
ing a message. _

SHIPS EXCHANGE NEWS. 

Wireless Telegraph Used By Steamers 
In Midocean. 

New* York. Dec. 16.—The Ounarder 
Etruria, which has just arrived here, 
was in communication for more than 
five hours In midocean with her sister 
ship, the Umbria. Long before either 
ship sighted the other their command¬ 
ers were conversing by the Marconi 
wireless system. The position of each 
ship was known to the other hours be¬ 
fore their main trucks showed above 
the horizon. 

The Etruria left Liverpool on Decem¬ 
ber 7, the same day the Umbria steam¬ 
ed out of New York. They were 1.630 
miles cast northeast of Sandy Hook 
when they passed each oilier on lac: 
Wednesday, or In latitude 46.17 and 
longitude 61.07. Five hours before that, 
or when they were fully 100 miles apart, 
the receiver on the Etruria began to 
dick warnlngly. The operator replied 
and then the word "Umbria” was slow¬ 


CABLE MEN NOT WORRIED, 

Will Continue To Lay Wires As 

Though Nothing Had Happened. 

New York. Dec. 16.—The Herald saye; 

"It Is a marvellous achievement." said 
George G. Ward, president of the Com¬ 
mercial Cable Company, when informed 
last night that Signor Marconi had sig¬ 
nalled across the Atlantic. 

"Mr. Marconi should be congratulated 
on what he has accomplished. Hfs ex¬ 
periments have been remarkable in 
many ways, and If he has now ex¬ 
changed signals between Newfoundland 
and England through the air It is a 
marvellous achievement. 

"As to the value of the test from a 
commercial standpoint. I should like to 
know more about It before I express an 
opinion. If he has merely exchanged 
signals It may be possible that he has 
received a ground current, or that 
lightning, which plays strange freaks at 
sea. may be responsible. We receive 
signals over our cables that are unin¬ 
telligible to the operators, although 
they are similar to letters of the alpha¬ 
bet 

"These are sometimes caused by 
lightning striking the water and pass¬ 
ing Into the cables and sometimes by 
currents from the land. We were puz¬ 
zled by them before we traced them to 
natural causes. ✓ 

"If Marconi has exchanged words his 
experiment Is more significant. 

"So far as we are concerned we are 
Interested In Mr. Marconi’s experiments, 
but we are going ahead with the con¬ 
struction of new cables, as though wire- 
leas messages had never been heard of." 

HOW MESSAGES ARE SENT. 

Description of Transmitter and Re¬ 
ceiver Employed By Marconi. 

The Marconi system is worked by 
means of HertzlAn waves, so-called aft¬ 
er the late eminent German professor, 
Heinrich Hertz, who first experimental, 
ly proved their existence thirty years 
or so after Clark Maxwell had math¬ 
ematically predicted them. 

Mr. Marconi employs the following ap¬ 
paratus to generate and collect these 
waves. The first thing that Is apparent 
to the observer is a tall mast, 150 feet 
high, from the top of which la suspend¬ 
ed a wire. It la actually an Ordinary In¬ 
sulated copper wire, such as is used for 
electric lighting purposes—which passes 
through a window of the operating 
room and is joined up Inside with the 
apparatus. There Is nothing strange in 
the appearance of the mast itself, and 
no effort is made to clothe this part of 
the apparatus with mystery. With re¬ 
gard to the apparatus within the room, 
simplicity is the most amazing part of 
It. The whole Apparatus is fixed on a 
small table about four feet long and 
two feet wide, and the battery fer sup¬ 
plying the power Is packed underneath 
it. 

This battery consists of ninety-eight 
dry cells, which are connected up four, 
teen In series and seven in derivation, 
acid is Joined up in parallel with eight 
accumulator cells to give a steady cur¬ 
rent of six amperes. The actual gener¬ 
ator of the waves I* an ordinary Induc¬ 
tor or Ruhbokorff ©oil. such as is used 
for the production of X-ravs, and is 
capable of giving a ten-inch spark. 
Each end of the secondary winding of 
this coil is fitted with a sparking rod. 
to which Is attached a brass bull one 
und a half inches In diameter. 

To one of these boils Is connected the 
vertical wire; the other Is joined to the 
earth. With the single addition of a 
Mura* key in the primary circuit the 
transmitting apparatus is complete 

• onslder for a moment what happ.-ns 
when this key Is depressed. The Imme¬ 
diate and apparent tremit Is a loud, 
crackling spark discharge between the 
two brass balls, which are adjusted to 
be about two centimeters apart. The

LABOR MEN TALK ARBITRATION 


New York. Dec. 16.—Brought together 
through the good offices of the National 
Civic Federation, leading representa¬ 
tive* of labor and capital met here to¬ 
day to discuss plans to minimize wage 
and Industrial disputes. Aiding them 
with counsel were several prominent 
students of economics and leading fig¬ 
ures lc the religious world, and the 
opening session was notable for a num¬ 
ber of striking expressions and com¬ 
ment* upon the problem faced by th# 
conferees. 

Oscar Strauss, former Minister to 
Turkey, who acted as chairman, an¬ 
nounced that it was planned to form a 
General Executive Committee with rep¬ 
resentatives divided among labor, cap* 
ita) and the great public, and that it 
was hoped that It would become a tri¬ 
bunal of peace where the conflicting in¬ 
terests might meet on even footing and 
settle, their differences in a spirit of con¬ 
ciliation and mutual toleration. 

• • • 

Some of Those Present. 

Senator M. A. Hanna, Mr. Charles M. 
Schwab, president of the United States 
Steel Corporation; Archbishop Ireland. 
Bishop Potter, S. R. Callaway, presi¬ 
dent of the American Locomotive 
Works: E. D. Durand, secretary of the 
Indusirlni Commission; Theodore Mar¬ 
burg. of Baltimore: W. H Pfahler. of 
Philadelphia; R. C. Keren*, of St 
Louis; R. M. Easley, of the National

Labor Unions Will Fail. 

Charles M Schwab declared that he 
was opposed to labor unions as they 
were now constituted, nnd said that 
they must fail, as the trusts had failed, 
for seeking to limit the output and con¬ 
trol prices. 

"I am here." he said, "wtth a mind 
open to conviction, anxious to see the 
other side of the shield, as Bishop Pot¬ 
ter has said, and ready to do that 
which la fair. It tn**y be that this is a 
selfish motive, but I realize that upon 
the peaceful adjustment of the dlffi- 
culoies that exist between capital and 
labor depend* the future prosperity of 
the United States. The decadence of 
trade In other countries Is due lo the 
hostility of labor unions I do not deny 
that capital has been arbitrary and un¬ 
fair. I am not opposed to labor unions 
per se, but I arn against them as they 
are now constituted. 

• • • 

Principles of Trusts. 

"Labor unions will not succeed, as the 
trusts have not succeeded, on the prin¬ 
ciple of limiting production. Consolida¬ 
tion for economy’s sake, fair wages, 
purchasing In the cheapest market and 
selling In the best are the principles 
that will stand. The labor unions have 
become trusts After all^the fortunes 
and the prosperity of the employer and 
employed are linked together; they are 
the same, and the two interests should 
stand together. I urn willing to come 
here and give you any practical Ideas 
that 1 can and 1 hope that this confer¬ 
ence will come to some good."

Hanna Approves Unions. 

Senator Hanna expressed strong ap¬ 
proval of the principle of organized la¬ 
bor. nnd hfs speech drew apologies from 
John Philips and J. J. Donnelly, two of 
the labor delegates present, who con¬ 
fessed that they had held erroneous end 
unjust views as to the attitude of the 
Senator toward organized tabor. Sens or 
Hanna related *n experience he had 
with coal miners in Ohio many years 
ago and said that tire experience had 
made him an advocate of unionism. 

"I saw then." he said, "and I believe 
now that labor and capital could be 
hrought together, t believe that the day 
is at hand for their peace, and I am 
willing to give the best that la In me 
while life lasts to bring labor and cap¬ 
ital together. A settlement of the ques¬ 
tion will do more for good government, 
good morals, good social relations than 
anything else that we could accomplish. 
To the end of all thla I freely give 


whatever service I can render lo this 

association." 

Bishop Potter asserted that the restor¬ 
ation of human Interest to the relation 
of labor and capital, the establishment 
of contract between the two, bringing 
them so close that they- might see each 
other’s position, would go far toward 
settling the differences between them. 
He said that Ideas and practical work 
were needed to bring the result which 
both desired, 

William Pfahler, Marcus Marks nnd 
James Ryan also addressed the meet¬ 
ing. 

Archbishop Ireland said that all Eu¬ 
rope looked to the United States to 
heal the breach between the two great 
Interests, As a minister of religion, a*

NEW RAILROAD IN THE WEST. 


New Haven, Conn., Dec. 16 —[Special.] 

A big surprise was caused throughout 
the State to-day by the announcement 
that the Masonic Mutual Benefit Asso¬ 
ciation, with principal offices In this 
city, was bankrupt and would go into 
the hando of a receiver to-morrow*. The 
association owes at the present time 
In death claims between $80,000 and 
$100,000. It was organized In 1874 and 
the largest membership it ever had was 
2.300. It is confined to the Masons of 
Connecticut, the majority of members 
beilng residents of this city. The Insur¬ 
ance went to the families of deceased 
members and In Its existence there has 
been paid out over $1,800,000. Up to 
fourteen years ago each member was 
assessed a dollar upon each death. Then 
the directors adopted graded assess¬ 
ments which were In vogue until two 
years ago when the directors changed 
the method of assessment to that In 
operation tn old line Insurance com¬ 
panies. For ten years past the member¬ 
ship has been decreasing. There have 
been 952 deaths since It was organized. 

A few* diys ago several persons to 
whom the association owed death 
claims Insisted on payment, This wns 
refused on the ground that there was 
no money In the treasury. Last week 
a suit for $6,000 damages was begun by 
Mrs*. Helen Griswold, of this city, wh^se 
husband recently died, having been a 
member of the association for many 
year*. The funds of the association 
amounting to $6,500 w*ere attached. It 
w*aa then decided by the directors of the 
association to ask for a receiver. Upon 
application to K. N. Scofield, Insurance 
Commissioner of Connecticut, recently 
made by one who wished to ascertain 
the financial condition of the Masonic 
Insurance Association, the Commis¬ 
sioner replied that the Insurance de¬ 
partment of the State had no jurisdic¬ 
tion over secret or fraternal societies. 


WILL GO AFTER THE TRUST. 

Independent Distilleries Are Planning 
a Vigorous Campaign. 

Ill., Dec. 16.—Independent dis¬ 
tilleries are planning for a campaign 
against the Distilling Company of 
America, otherwise known as the "High 
Wine Trust."

Six months ago the "trust’’ was manu¬ 
facturing practically all the spirits of 
this country and had a virtual monop- 

SjjjTJSf th f, ,ra< Je. disposing of about 
JaO.OOO gallons a day. Since then the 
demand has increased, so that 90.000 
bushels of grain are now being mashed 
dally, the yield being 450.000 gallons of 
spirits. 

One of the peculiar conditions of the 
new situation Is that it may lead to the 
reopening of the old Shufeldt distillery 
in Chicago. A call has been Issued by 
the "High Wine Trust" for a special 
meeting to be held In Jersey City next 
Friday, when the question of reducing 
the capital stock will be considered. 
The ’iriist" stock now amounts to 
$125,000,000. consisting of $55,000,000 pre¬ 
ferred and $70,000,000 common. Of these 
Issues $23,750,000 of preferred and $23.- 
573.000 of common are In the treasury, 
leaving outstanding $77,677,000. It Is pro¬ 
posed to cancel $40,000,000 of these 
stocks, thus reducing the capital to $sr. - 
000,000.

Whenever the 
price gets below the cost of production 
the farmers will quit the culture, of the 
weed and the markets of the world 
realize this. The world will never give 
up Its tobacco and the Industry must 
always continue one of the most im¬ 
portant In Kentucky. Just as cotton 
must always t>e grown in the South.

Let It Alone. 

Whether or not those immediately 
Interested in the Schley case propose 
to carry' It any further, and wherever 
Ihey may propose -to carry It, It is to 
be hoped that Congress will not take 
It up. 

No practical good could come of such 
a proceeding. Congress could do noth¬ 
ing more than parade the evidence and 
reach one or more conclusions; and 
heaven knows that has been already 
done. An exhaustive Inquiry has been 
made; months have been spent In hear¬ 
ing the evidence; K has been duly 
weighed, and two verdicts have been 
returned. 

Everybody In the country who has 
paid any attention to the case accepts 
one or the other of these verdicts. Con¬ 
gress might devote an entire session to 
investigating the matter and the result 
could not be more conclusive than the 
findings of -the Court of Inquiry'. The 
public has made up Its mind about the 
case, and It Is weary of the whede busi¬ 
ness. It Is most unfortunate that there 
was ever any agitation of the question. 
Certainly no good can come from 
further agitation, and so far as Con¬ 
gress is coQcerned It should be allowed 
to drop. _ 


ready pointed out. the panic In Ger¬ 
many would have been worse had It not 
been for the elasticity of the banking 
system, which permitted an expansion 
of $66,000,000 In the circulation In a sin¬ 
gle week. The panic of 1837 followed a 
saturnalia of "wlldokt currency,” and 
that of 1857 was precipitated by bank 
failures. In 1873 we had had ten years 
of unstable currency, most of them 
marked by wild speculation. The recent 
crash In Germany was directly due to 
the worst sort of speculation. A close 
study of financial panics will show that 
this (6 one of the factors which Is con¬ 
stant. How It brought about the de¬ 
pression of 1S93 and the veArs following 
is too well known to require repetition. 
But for the partisan who persists in see¬ 
ing no question except that of the tariff 
In financial disturbances, present condi¬ 
tions In Germany ought to be a com¬ 
plete answer to what has been said of 
free trade soup houses.

In fact the most 
Important business Interest In this city 
would have been destroyed, and n»»» 
only In Louisville, but also in Hopkins¬ 
ville, Mayfield, Henderson, Owensboro 
and Paducah. In all these there are 
flourishing leaf markets and great col¬ 
lateral industries in the manufat tur.u*, 
rehandling and exporting of the leaf, 
involving the f.mploj meat of many mil - 
lions of capital and many thousand* of 
laborer* In addition »to the producers. 
In short It woujd have com Kentucky 
the benefits of the natural monopoly 
it posaesM^s in the production of 55 per 
cent, of the tobacco grown In the United 
Slates, an article of universal oonsutnp- 
“f tliiii.

Protection Soup Houses. 

The panic of 1893, brought on 
largely by Republican legislation, 
caused much depression, and In 
many large cltlea soup hout»?s 
were opened to feed the unem¬ 
ployed. It was a favorite saying after¬ 
ward of Republican newspapers that 
this distress was brought on by the re¬ 
duction of the tariff. It happened that 
tariff reduction did not take place un¬ 
til much more than a year after the dis¬ 
tress began, but as the diatress'contln- 
ued some t ime after the tariff act of 
1894. the soup hquses were treated as 
concomitants of free trade. 

It Is easy enough to turn this argu¬ 
ment and make It as good for free trade 
as against It. The panic of 1873 followed 
a Jong period of high protection, whlco 
was maintained during all the lean 
years w hich followed. That was even a 
worse panic than that of twenty years 
later. It began In the year following 
the election of a Republican President, 
Just as that of 1893 began In a year fol¬ 
lowing the election of a Democratic 
President. One proves as much as the 
other, and no more. Both were pro¬ 
duced by causes that had been operat¬ 
ing long before the elections which hap¬ 
pened to precede them. 

It has recently been reported that 
soup houses and free food depots have 
been established In the large cllles of 
Germany. It Is claimed that In Berlin 
alone there are nearly 100,000 working¬ 
men and women out of employment. 
Germany has had a protective tariff 
since 1879. and ha* been putting it up 
from time to time alnce It was adopt¬ 
ed. By parity of reasoning It might he 
said that the soup houses In the large 
cities are protection soup houses. And 
this could be said of Germany with 
more propriety than marked the at- , 
tributing of the soup houses In Amei lea 
some years ago to free trade* The most 
obvious effect of German protection has 
been to Increase or keep up the price 
of food, while In tt^e United States It 
had no effect upon food staples. 

It is quite true, however, that the 
present distress in Germany Is not due 
to protection. But It is equally true 
that the distress in the United State,*!Jn 
1K93 and the years following w as not due 
to free trade. The one all-sufTlclent and 
conclusive reason f why fr»*e trade oJ&sdd 
no distress In this country is because 
there wan no free trade The Wilson 
Bill of 1894. as Juggled In the Senate, 
was strongly protective, as was dis¬ 
tinctly pointed out at the time. It was 
so objectionable from the standpoint of 
tariff reform—tjjat ia, so Inadequate a 
measure of tariff refbrm—that Mr. 
Cleveland refused to sign It, but allow¬ 
ed It to become a law by lapse of time 
When In the following year there was a 
temporary revival of business. Repub¬ 
lican papers explained it on the ground 
Hint the Wilson Rtll was a strongly pro¬ 
tective measure and that this circum¬ 
stance hnd prevented it from doing any 
harm. Wh*n another period of depres¬ 
sion supervened, however, the same pa¬ 
pers went bark to the old assertion that 
the panic was a free trade panic. Even 
now, when there Is anything said of 
tariff revision or of reciprocity, the ben 
that many Republican papers can do 
Is to refer to the ”free trade soup 
houses” of the lust decade ns a warning 
against "tariff tinkering." 

If any one Is seeking truth and not 
mere party ndvantage, lie will readily 
see that the present depression In Ger¬ 
many la to he attributed to the same 
general causes that produced the punks 
of 1R73 and 1893. Of these causes tho 
most noteworthy Is reckless speculation. 
Some trouble, of one sort or another, 
with the currency Is generally associat¬ 
ed with these periodical disturbances, 
though this was less prominent than 
usual In the German depression. Nev¬ 
ertheless. as the Courier-Journal has al- 


• Necessity of Tax Reduction. 

The statement of Secretary Gage In 
his annua! report that the surplus of 
revenues over expenditures for the fis¬ 
cal year ending June 30. 1902. would 
amount to $100,000,000. calls attention 
anew to the necessity of reducing tax¬ 
ation In somo martner. The allowing Is 
a remarkable one, In view* of the fact 
that a reduction of about $3,300,000 a 
month wa« made In the war taxes, tak¬ 
ing effect on July 1, last. How little ef¬ 
fect thia reduction had upon the gross 
revenues Is seen from the return* for 
the five months. Including November, 
which have expired since the reduction 
began The surplus thus far Is $37,- 
500.000. and the total collections from 
all sources, except the post-office, have 
been $237,697,^5. A sharp decline has 
taken place In army expenditures, owing 
to the bettor conditions In the Philip¬ 
pines. only $50,633,410 being ppent In the 
five months, against $73,401,728 for the 
same period last year. The expenditures 
for the army averaged about $10,000,000 
per month from January to June this 
year, about the present average, and 
there Is no reason to expect an Increase. 
It is estimated that $25,000,000 will, be 
saved this fiscal year In the War De¬ 
partment alone. 

Under this state of things the cash 
balance In the Treasury, which on Fri¬ 
day last stood at $168,624,516 would, on 
June 30, be about $231,000,000. Such a 
vast sum as this locked up from busi¬ 
ness In a time of such active trade as 
next year Is likely to be w'ould consti¬ 
tute a menace to business, whose Im¬ 
portance no one can doubt. As the sup- 
pl^y of marketable bonds Is being ex¬ 
hausted. It w'ould be almost Impossible 
to get this money back Into the legit¬ 
imate^ channels of business. More than 
thwt. It would be such a temptation to 
extravagance as should not lightly be 
placed before Congress in the present 
session. Our national expeueea are on 
a* large and Increasing scale as it Is, 
but with a surplus of $100,000,000 as¬ 
sured, there would be no bounds to the 
attempted raids of pension-hunters and 
such like gentry. 

The situation calls for a cure which 
Congress can hardly neglect, even If It 
has to touch the tariff. Republican op¬ 
position to lowering the protective 
duties Is so strong that it had been 
about concluded that even the remain¬ 
ing war ux*s should not be touched, 
but sentiment must change In the face 
of such an exhibit as this. There ore 
many arbitrary and vexatious forms of 
these taxes still in existence, but though 
they are easily borne by so rich a nation 
as this, they ought to be abolished. A 
tariff for revenue only would be best, 
of course, but It cannot be had Just now, 
But, If the Republicans will not even 
reduce the tariff, they must wipe out 
the last vestige of the war taxes. If 
the members of Congress allow them to 
remain It will be at their peril.

MOVES WITH SNAP AND DASH. 


Its Few Shortcomings Do Not Detract

The Joint Finance Committee of the 
General Council held another meeting 
yesterday afternoon In the Mayor’s 
office to discuss the tax levy ordinance 
for 1902.

There I* more than one spirited 
march, a number of graceful grouMnga 
and some clever burlesquing of Chines® 
custom* and English mannerism*. Tho 
first act. particularly the first half of it. 
Is draggy, the score and lyrics are rather 
featureless, and more than one line I* 
coarse and needlessly broad. Taken In It* 
entirety.

McCain Law Declared Un¬ 
constitutional. 


.UDGE FIELD’S DECISION. 


SIGNAL VICTORY FOR WARE¬ 
HOUSEMEN. 


ON QUESTION OF FACTS. 


Enforcement of the Law Would Have 
Disastrous Effect On the Ware¬ 
house Business. 


THE OPINION IN TOLL. 


Judge Field yesterday handed down 
an opinion in which he held that euch 
part of the McCain law "as attempts 
to regulate or affect the compensation 
of tobacco warehousemen" is unconsti¬ 
tutional. The ruling covers, as quali¬ 
fied by Judge Field. Sections 4790. 4B01 
and 4803 of the Kentucky Statutes, 
which direct that sellers be settled with 
according to the net weight, including 
the sample; that the only commission 
to be charged shall be 12 per hogshead 
and that nothing should be directly or 
irvllrectly charged by way of commis¬ 
sion or otherwise for paying the seller 
the money for which his tobacco was 
sold. 

The importance of the decision to the 
Louisville and other tobacco markets 
in tne State cannot be overestimated. 
It is a victory of the first magnitude, 
snd If Judge Field’s decision Is affirmed 
by the higher court or courts, it will 
prove of InfWiRe benefit to this all Im¬ 
portant Interest of Louisville. And a 
prominent attorney said that Inasmuch 
as Judge Field had based his opinion 
in a very large degree on the facts in 
the case, it was hardly probable that 
there would be a re versa!. 

As stated by Judge Field in hls opin¬ 
ion, more than one hundred suits have 
been filed In the Jefferson Circuit Court 
to recover of the different Louisville to¬ 
bacco warehouses the penalties Imposed 
by the Mcf^tln law for any of Its vio¬ 
lations. The penalties sued for aggre¬ 
gate About $ 200 , 000 . It Is wail to state 
here that while Judge Field’s opinion 
was rendered In the consolidated suits 
against the Louisville Tobacco Ware¬ 
house Company, it applies with equal 
force to similar suits against the Inde¬ 
pendent warehouses in the dty. 

The father of the law was former 
Etute Senator Joseph McCain, but no 
combined attempt was made to enforce 
It until within the past two years, dur¬ 
ing which time the host of suits was 
filed In the Jeff croon Circuit Court. 
Prior to the commencement of this fiord 
of suits, one case of like character was 
tried in the Common Pleas division. 
Judge Field presiding. It resulted In a 
victory for the warehousemen, but the 
turning point was that the seller of the 
tobacco was proven to have agreed to 
accept the warehouseman's terms of 
sale—the law-mencha/it. as It might be 
termed of Louisville tobacco warehouse¬ 
men—which are different from the pro¬ 
visions of the McCain law. The sum 
and substance of the case was that the 
Jury, following the court’s Instructions, 
found that tho plaintiff could not re¬ 
cover because he had himself been a 
party to the Infringement of the law. 

• • • 

Opinion Highly Thought of. 

Judge Field's opinion Is regarded by 
lawyers as being a perfectly lucid and 
logical presentation of the case. Ho 
states that tobacco warehouses of the 
State have alwrayn been under legisla¬ 
ture control and he concedes that the 
McCain law Is not special legislation be¬ 
cause It applies equally to tobacco 
warehuses throughout the State—“but," 
and this la the keynote of the opinion, 
* 4 tht testing leaves no room for rea¬ 
sonable doubt concerning the disastrous 
effect the enforcement of this law would 
bring upon the business of the tobacco 
warehousemen of the State. All of the 
testimony Is to the effect that the 
charges now made are reasonable and 
all of the witnesses, buyers and ware¬ 
housemen alike, say that the charges 
fixed by the McCain law are unreason¬ 
able and will not yield a sufficient profits 
io enable the warehousemen to maintain 
their houses.*’ 

Humfihrey. Burnett A Humphrey rep¬ 
resented the Louisville Tobacco Ware¬ 
house Company nnd MoCandless <fc 
Jame« and George Welssinger Smith 
the sellers. An appeal was Immediately 
taken and the case will be submitted to 
the Court of Apepala at the earliest day 
possible. 

Judge Field a opinion in full is os fol¬ 
lows : 

• • • 

Over One Hundred Suits Involved. 

It appears from this record that more 
thuu a hundred common-law actions, ag¬ 
gregating claims perhaps to the extent of 
$200,000, have been Instituted in the Jef¬ 
ferson Circuit Court by various plaintiffs 
to recover of different tobacco ware¬ 
houses doing business In this city the 
penalties Imposed in the section of the 
statute controlling tobacco warehouses, 
known as the Mct’nln law. It is alleged 
In each of the many actions mention'd 
that the defendant thereto has violated 
the statute by charging him more than 
Is permitted for selling his tobacco, and 
by charging him a commission upon the 
amount for wnioh his tobacco aold, ami 
by deducting from the net weight of each 
hogshead sold a ten-pound sample and 
Dot paying him therefor. 

On the 11th day of August. 1900. the 
warehouses Instituted this action in 
equity against the various plaintiffs In the 
common-law actions, and obtained a tem¬ 
porary injunction against them, requiring 
them to proneute their actions In this 
suit upon the ground that all of the said 
actions Involved the same questions, and 
nlleglr.g that the statute in question, upon 
which tho actions were bused, is contrary 
to th? Uonstltutlons of Kentucky and of 
the United State*, for the reason that, a* 
it routes only to tobacco warehouses, it 
Is special legislation and does not give 
them the equal protection to which they 
ar© entitled, and for tho further reason 
that the foes fixed by tho statute are so 
unreasonably small that they cannot con¬ 
tinue their business, and It is taking their 
j.reportv without due process of law. and 
without compensation. 

• • • 

Sections Passed On. 

The particular sections of tho statute 
which It is said have been violated, and 
which tho warehouses contend are uncon¬ 
stitutional. are tho following: 

“Section 4.799—That hereafter ware¬ 
housemen storing and selling leaf tobacco 
In this State shall carefully and correctly 
weigh, or cause to be weighed, every 
hogshead, box or bale of tobaccp which 
may be scut to such warehousemen for 
storago and sale on the day the same is 
to bo sold • • • and after each hogs¬ 
head. box or bale of tobacco 1 ms be n 
Aol«J. the proprietor shall settle with the 
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seller according to the net weight. In¬ 
cluding the sample, after deducting the 
exact tare.” 

“Section 4.801—Thnt hereafter ware¬ 
housemen and commission merchants en- 
gnged In selling leaf tobacco nt public 
amnion shall rccelw ns commission or 
compensation therefor two dollars per 
hogshead from the owner thereof or his 
agent.” 

"Section 4.803—That It shall be unlawful 
for any warehousemen or commission 
merchants to directly or Indirectly charge 
the seller or owner anything, by way of 
commission or otherwise, for paying to 
him the money for which his tobacco is 
sold." 

• • • 

These the Main Issue. 

There are one or two other provisions 
complained of by th*warehouses, notably, 
the limited time given the purchaser for 
reclamation when he finds a hogshead 
fraudulently prised, and the provision re¬ 
quiring that the seller, against whom a re¬ 
clamation is awarded, shall he suod 
therefor In tho county of h:« residence, 
but the contest more particularly Involves 
the three Sections quoted 

The constitutional authority for the 
statute in question is Section 20 G of the 
Constitution of Kentucky, which reads us 
follows: 

“All elevators or storehouses where 
grain or other property Is stored for a 
compenoatlon, whether the property t»e 
kept separate or not. are declared to be 
public warehouses, subject to legislative 
control and the General Assembly shall 
enact law's for the inspection of grain, 
tobacco and other produce, and for the 
protection of producers, shippers and re¬ 
ceivers of grain, tobacco and other prud. 
uoe.“ 

The tobacco warehouse* of this State 
have always been under legislative con¬ 
trol, and the system of dolnr business by 
them, and the fe** charged, before the 
enactment of the statute compla'ned of, 
were based upon specific legislative au¬ 
thority. The statute now under consider, 
at Ion' merely change# in some respects 
the statutes under and by virtue of which 
the warehouses have always done busi¬ 
ness. 

In the case of Nash versus Page. 80 
Ky where a somewhat similar ques¬ 
tion was Involved, the Court of Appeal*, 
speaking of tho tobacco warehouses In 
this city, said:

Legislature’s Power. 

••ft Is a ronceded fact that more than 
five millions tn value of tobacco annual, 
ly finds Us way from the producer to 
the warehouses In that city- Tito great¬ 
er part of this product Is grown in this 
State, and the producer almowt of neces¬ 
sity compelled to place his tobacco under 
the control and for sale by these several 
warehouseman at public auction. • • • • 
Tho case of Munn v». the State of Illi¬ 
nois. reported In 4 Otto, bears directly 
upon the question raised In that case. In 
that case It was claimed that the exer¬ 
cise of tho legislative power of the State 
of Illinois was In violation of the Con¬ 
stitution of the United States In attempt, 
lng to regulate by statute the maximum 
charge* for the storage of grain In ware¬ 
houses at Chicago and other places In 
the State in which grain Is stored in bulk 
and the gra'n of different owners mingled 
together The right of private property 
and to deal and trade as these ware¬ 
houseman might aee proper with those 
wh<> applied to them to store their grain, 
was Insisted upon in that case; bui it was 
there held that ‘property does become 
clothed with a public Interest when used 
in u manner to make It of pubUc conse¬ 
quence and affect the community at 
large.* When, therefore, one devotee his 
property to a use in which the public 
fias on Interest, he. In effect, grants to 
the public on interest <n that use. and 
must submit to be controlled by the pub- 
lit) for the common good, to the extent 
of the Interest he has thus created.” 

The law as declared in Munn vs. the 
State of Illinois has been frequently up¬ 
held by the Supreme Court, nnd by the 
State court*, the chief modification, or 
rather extension, of It* being that, under 
the guise of regulating the charges of a 
corporation, the legislature may not fix 
the maximum so low a* to In effect de¬ 
prive it of reasonable compensation for 
tho services performed. So there can be 
no doubt at thts time of the right of 
the legislature tx> regula’e the charges 
of the warehouse# in this State, provid¬ 
ed they are left a reasonable margin of 
profit. 

The statute complained of by the ware¬ 
house* 1 * not special legislation for the 
reason that it applies equally to all the 
tobacco warehouse In this Slot* In tne 
case recently decided by the Supremo 
Court, known as tho Kansas City Stock 
Yards cuso. It Is said:

It 1 * eame*t 1 y Insisted that the charges 
fixed by the statute complained of by the 
warehousemen arc so small that an en¬ 
forcement of it will practically destroy 
their business and most of their witnesses 
so tea*Ify. 

Tho opinions of these gentlemen ar.» en¬ 
titled to very great weight, ms they repre¬ 
sent all branche* of the tobacco trade— 
buyer- and warehousemen—and arc the 
men who, by energy. Intelligent manage¬ 
ment and fair dealing have attracted tlu* 
sellers ami the buyer* and made this city 
the greatest leaf tobacco market in the 
world 

All of the deposition* read in behalf of 
tho warehouse*, except one, wera Liken 
several years ago In an action then rend¬ 
ing in the Graven Circuit Court. !n which 
the effect of the McCain law seem# to 
have been one of the Issues. Those «l<po¬ 
sition* were, by consent, read In this ac¬ 
tion. Tho one dt position mentioned Is 
that of R K. Smith, buyer for me Con¬ 
tinental Tobacco Company, who was 
raised In the tobacco business, has been 
futr.llinr for year* wltfi the warehouse 
business and who buy# from thirty *o for¬ 
ty thousand hogsheads in the market an¬ 
nually for his company. HI* deposition 
wa* token recently and fully .rjsiam* all 
the other witnesses in th *!r statement 
that the McCain law' does not give the 
warehouse* a living profit. 

It is somewhat unsatisfactory that, w'e 
have not a report from the Com must mer 
fixing the exact cost, us gathered from th) 
evidence, of obtaining and filing a bog¬ 
head and the profit or less resulting i»r-*:.er 
the McCain law. rath r lean ;h* court 
should be left to ascertain that from 

the divergent opinions of *-he witness©* 
and opposing counsel.

Contesting Claims.

The estimate of counsel for the ware¬ 
houses omits several items contained in 
the estimate of opining counsel which 
should be considered In determining the 
question of profit and loss, and the esti¬ 
mate of counsel for plaintiff# i§ some¬ 
what specuhatlve. nt least, as to the 
items of drayage and insurance. But be 
this os it may, it Is evident from the rec¬ 
ord that tho margin for profit under the 
statute In question I* exceedingly close, 
and the testimony of the witnesses, ware, 
housemen and buyer* ollk*—men with 
years of practical knowledge of the bu.Nl- 
m«f. Is tin&n moil* thoi the charges Axe l 
by the McOain law* are unreasonable, and 
leave no profit to tho warehouses. 

• • • 

Charge® Leas Than Elsewhere. 

On the other hand. It i# showrn by the 
evidence 'that the charges now made by 
the warehouses are substantially the #ame 
that, are mack? by other houses in the 
same business In this State, end are less 
than are mode In many other markets. 

In the Kansas City stock yard cnee 
heretofore mentioned, it Is saJa: 

“It was found, however, that the 
charges made by the defendant were no 
greater land In many Instances less) than 
those of any other stock yards in the 
country. Nothing ts stated to outweigh 
»he significance of that flndlns. While 
custom is not controlling, for there may 
be a custom on the part of alt stock yards 
to make excessive charges, yet In tho 
absence of testimony to tho contrary, a 
customary charge should be regarded as 
reasonable and rightful." 

• • • 

Guarantees of Property. 

In a dissenting opinion In Munn vs. the 
State of Illinois this language Is used, 
which ha# since been recognised by the 
Supreme Court and all other tribunals In 
this country as the proper constitutional 
construction: 

“All that is beneficial !.i property arises 
from Its use and tho fruits of that use, 
and whatever deprive* a person of that, 
deprives him of ail that is desirable or val¬ 
uable In the title and possession. If the 
constitutional guaranty extends no further 
than to prevent a deprivation of title anl 
possession, and allows a deprivation of 
use and the fruits of that use. It does 
not merit the encomiums It ha* receiv¬ 
ed." 

Tito case of Lake Shore Railway Com¬ 
pany vs. Smith. 173. U. 8 .. 6S7, Involv¬ 
ed the constitutionality of an act requir¬ 
ing railroad companies to sell one-thou- 
sand-mUe ticket* at less than the regular 
rate for single ticket*. The opinion, after 
holding the act not a reasonable regula¬ 
tion. says: 

“If unhampered bv contract, there Is no 
doubt of the power of the State to pro¬ 
vide. by legislation, for maximum rate* of 
charges for railroad companies, subject 
to the condition that they must be such 
a* will admit of the carrier earning a 
compensation that, under all th© circum¬ 
stances. shall be Just to It and the public, 
and whether they ur© or not. Is a Judicial 
question." * 

• • • 

Highest Court’s View. 

And tn Reagnn vs. Farmers* L. and T. 
Co.. Ii 4 V. 8 ., 397. it Is said: 

"Tho courts are not authorised to re¬ 
vise or change a body of rates Imposed 
by th© Legislature or a commission; they 
do not determine whether one rat© is 
preferable to another, or w'hat. under ail 
the circumstance*, would he fair und 
reasonable us between the carrier* nnd 
the shippers. They do not enrage In any 
mere administrative work; but still there 
can be no doubt of their power and duty 
to inquire whether n body of rate# pre¬ 
scribed by a Legislature or a commission 
Is unjust and unreasonable and such ;cs 
to work a practical destruction to rights 
of property, and. If found so to be, to re¬ 
strain Its opcratiQji ’* 

■ • • 

Present Charges Reasonable. 

1 know It Is the duty of the court to 
construe all doubts upon tho subject In 
favor of the constitutionality of an act 
of th© Legislature, but th© testimony 
leaves no room for reasonable doubt con¬ 
cerning the disastrous effect an enforce¬ 
ment of this law would bring upon the 
business of the tobacco warehousemen of 
the Btatc. All of tho testimony Is to the 
effect that th© charge* now made nro 
reasonable, and all of the witnesses, buy¬ 
er# and warehousemen alike, say that the 
charges fixed by th© McCain low ©re un¬ 
reasonable and will not yield a sufficient 
profit to enable the w'arehou*em> n to 
maintain their house*. No testimony ha# 
been offered bv th© plaintiffs in the com- 
mou-law action# to the contrary. 

• • • 

Law's Charges Unreasonable. 

For these reasons *o rnnch of Sections 
4.799. 4.891 and 4,803 of the Kentucky S’a:. 
utea as attempts to regulate or affect the 
compensation of tobacco warehousemen 
must be held to be unconstitutional be¬ 
cause they ar© unreasonable and deprive 
the warehousemen of th* profils of their 
established business and the temporary in¬ 
junction heretofore granted must be ma 1 • 
perpetual. 

A * 1 to the provisions of th* statute pre¬ 
scribing the t'me w thin which reclama¬ 
tion must b© made for fraudulently 
packed tobacco, and requiring that wrta 
for reclamation must be bra ugh l In the 
county of the seller’# residence, those are 
nmJter* wholly within the dotmvn •>( th.- 
legislature, and doubtless that body will 
. hcerfully give any relief to which an op- 
pi cant therefor may show blmerdt en¬ 
titled.

The thermometer began to climb yes¬ 
terday morning at 6 o'clock, when It 
managed to get one degree above the 
zero mark. From that hour It rose 
slowly until 8 o’clock. wh*n It had 
reached six degrees above. At noon. It 
had climbed to twelve degrees, but dur¬ 
ing the afternoon It receded somewhat. 
But It will not reach the sero mark 
again unless the fre9h ©old wave that 
was originated In the wilds of Montana 
strikes here. 

In the meantime, there may be slight 
snow flurries, as the Indications to-day 
are for enow. 

The most serious aspect about the 
weather yesterday whs the cold wave 
flags flying over the Custom house and 
the Cburler-Jounial building When 
the flags were hoisted a few days ago 
ftnflcli#atlng the r-ero wav© rain came, 
followed by the freeze, and when the at¬ 
tendants tried to lower them yesterday 
morning they found them frozen, and 
It was Impossible to move them. Rather 
than take chances on breaking the flag*, 
MaJ. Hersey decided to let them fly until 
they thawed out. and this was re¬ 
sponsible for many persons pulling their 
coats closer aboirt them yesterday aft¬ 
ernoon, and wondering If a still colder 
wave was headed thl# way. MaJ. Ilers^y 
therefore requests those who have the 
flag mania not to pay any attention to 
them to-day.

Saved From a Flood. 

There Is an old saying that "It Is an 111 
wind that blows nobody good." and It 
Is literally true in this particular case, 
for had zero weather not arrived when 
it did. the Ohio would have been on a 
rip-roaring rampage to-day, and some 
portions of Louisville might have been 
inundated. As It Is. the river rose two 
feet here yesterday, and continues to 
rise. However, MaJ Hersey does not 
think there will be a flood here, for the 
time being, anyhow. He aays that all 
that prevented it was the freezing of 
s^*me parts of the Kentucky river and 
tributaries, which checked the volume 
of water flowing Into th«> Ohio. The 
river Is above the danger line at 
Charleston and Portsmouth, and jh ex- 
pected to rise rapidly during the next 
few days There was a rise of eight 
feet at Cincinnati in the tw'enty-four 
hours ending at noon yesterday, which 
Is an indication or how the flood Is 
sweeping down from Pittsburg and the 
small tributaries to the Ohio In West 
Virginia.

Secured In Hanlon’s Sec¬ 
ond Trial. 


CAN BE CHALLENGED. 


NECESSARY TO DRAW A NEW 
VENIRE. 


OBJECTS TO MRS. KERN’S WILL. 


The second trial of George Hanlon on 
the charge of murdering Police Corp. 
Fred. Rlchterkessing April 1. at Sixth 
street and Broadway, was begun yester¬ 
day in the Criminal division, and the 
Bum total of the day’s work was the se¬ 
curing of the following nine jurors, none 
of whom has been passed on finally: 

H. C. Gibson, superintendent Bear- 
grass Woolen Mills, 1410 Everett ave¬ 
nue; Chris Miller, merchant, 2621 Eight¬ 
eenth street; J. W. Graham, merchant, 
1202 Third avenue; Harry Hite, em¬ 
ploye of Kentucky Wagon Works, 52$ 
East Kentucky street; John Kolthelm- 
er. farmer; Charles F. Springer, Jr., 
merchant, 1534 Preston street; Thomas 
H. Rubel, merchant. 2039 Brook street; 
W. K. Caldwell, manufacturer, 1304 
second street; T. A. Woodson. farmer. 

Judge Barker was so confident that 
a Jury would not be secured until to¬ 
morrow that he excused all the wit¬ 
nesses until that time. 

On the calling of the case, Mr. J. T. 
O’Neal, of counsel for Hanlon, moved 
for a continuance on the ground of the 
absence of one witness, Mrs. James 
Cunningham, and also because he had 
several Important civil suits docketed 
for trial this week, but Judge Barker 
refused to grant the continuance. 

Hanlon, throughout the day, pre¬ 
served the same unvarying coolness of 
manner that has all along characterized 
him. He even smiled at Common¬ 
wealth's Attorney Joseph M. Huffaker 
understanding a Juror to say that he 
(Hanlon) had arrested a man who had 
broken into the Juror’s house, whereas 
the Juror said that Hanlon used to call 
for and bring his laundry. Hanlon’s 
wife and daughter were In the court 
room most of the day, as were the mur¬ 
dered officer’s daughter and brother. 

The securing of a Jury was begun by 
Judge Barker asking the panel as a 
whole whether they had any scruples 
against capital punishment, and the fol¬ 
lowing were excused on that ground: 
Thomas Brennan. W. H. Newhall, P. H. 
Brown. William IJordy, Charles Leon¬ 
ard. 

The following were excused because 
they had formed opinions in the case: 
George J. Krapke, S. T. Hagerman. 
Charles A. Hilgcr, A. P. Boaaung, Will¬ 
iam H. Mundy, George Schuster, J. E. 
Dawkins. 

The regular panel was exhausted be¬ 
fore noon and the examination of the 
extra Jurors who were present at the 
afternoon session was completed by 3 
o'clock. Then Judge Barker directed 
Jury Commissioner Hardy Burton to 
draw 190 more names from the wheel. 
This makes 170 additional talesmen. 

The special point raised In the ex¬ 
amining of the talesmen was the con¬ 
tention of the defense that they could 
be asked questions as to whether they 
were Masons. Judge Barker ruled that 
the question could be asked. It was 
said that the defense intended In this 
way to ascertain the religion of Jurors 
without asking the direct question. 

The trial will be resumed this morn¬ 
ing at 10 o’clock. Mr. Huffaker is as¬ 
sisted In the prosecution by former 
Commonwealth’s Attorney S. S. Blitz, 
Norton L. Goldsmith and James K. 
Shrader. O’Neal & O’Neal. J. J. Fitz¬ 
gerald and J. E. Oonkltng are for the 
defense.

FOUGHT UNDER “STONEWALL.” 


Mr. John Stewart Harrison, special 
agent of the Standard OH Company at 
Louisville, died yesterday morning sud¬ 
denly from parulysls of the brain at 
his home on the Bonnycastle place, 
Bardstown road. It la thought that 
the paralysis was superinduced by 
gout, from which Mr. Harrison had been 
a sufferer. 

About a month ago he dropped in his 
office from an attack of heart failure. 
The physicians said then that gout had 
brought about the seizure, and advised 
the patient to be careful. However, 
since the attack In his office. Mr. Harri¬ 
son has been unusually free rrum the 
trouble. 

For several dnys Mr. Harrison had 
been in unusually high spirits. He re¬ 
tired at his usual time and arose about 
7 o’clock. He had Just reached the foot 
of the steps on his way to the dining¬ 
room when he complained of a sudden 
and intense pain about his head. 

His wife from above called him to 
coine back upstairs and lie down. Mr. 
Harrison turned, walked upstairs to hla 
rbom. dropped on the bed and almost 
Immediately was seized with a spasm. 
Then came paralysis and In a short 
time all was over. His wife and chil¬ 
dren were with him when the end 
came. 

The nows of r. Harrison’s seizure 
spread quickly, and within a short 
time relatives and friends began 
thronging to the house. All that could 
be done had been done for the patient, 
but he had passed beyond the reach of 
medical aid. 

John Stewart Harrison was born In 
Martinsburg, Va., fifty-nine, years ago. 
and be belonged to an old Virginia fam¬

CALLED IN NEW ALBANY TO IN¬ 
TRODUCE PERRY’S 
FRANCHISE. 


SUIT AGAINST PANGBURN. 


The mem tiers of t he New Albany Com¬ 
mon Council, taken ns a body, always 
have a wary eye out for the main chanco 
and last evening they each gathered In 
*6 for Christmas money from the pro¬ 
ceeds of a special session called In the 
Interest of Wesley R. Perry, the expense 
of which was settled by him. the *84 for 
the fourteen members having been de¬ 
posited by him with the City Clerk be¬ 
fore the meeting mas called. 

Councilmen Graham. Thurman, Blr, 
Wilcox and Zier signed the call, the hour 
being fixed at 6 o’clock, on© hour before 
the opening of the regular session. Three 
ordinances were introduced and referred 
to the Ordinance Committee to be acted 
upon at the next regular meeting of the 
Council. The first provided for a fran¬ 
chise to Wesley R. Perry or his assigns 
and associates, giving him authority to 
construct and maintain a plant for fur¬ 
nishing hot water or steam heating to 
public or private consumers, the fran¬ 
chise to be In effect until June 1, 1947. The 
ordinance provides that the maximum 
charge for heating from October to June 
of each year b* twenty cents for each 
square foot of radiating surface for pri¬ 
vate consumers and three-fourths of this 
sum for public buildings, churches, school- 
houses. etc. 

The second ordinance gives to the same 
grantee the right to construct an electric 
light and power system, the charges to 
consumers to be not exceeding that of 
like servico in cities of the same size and 
population as New Albany. A third or¬ 
dinance gives to Mr. Perry a right to 
maintain a gas plant, the maximum 
charges of which are to be: Illuminating 
gas. *1.(50 a thousand feet; fuel gas, *1.10, 
with ten cents discount for prompt jiay- 
ment. These ordinances m*ere adopted 
by a vote of 11 to 3, Councilmen Wolfe. 
Fougerouase and Ernl voting In the nega¬ 
tive. Councilman St rack moved that a 
turkey be given as a Christmas present to 
the Mayor. City Clerk and the three

, Feeble Minded Insti¬ 
tute, Says Dr. Owens. 


HE FAVORS ITS ABOLITION. 


Frankfort, K>\, Dec. 16.—(Special.]— 
In his annual report to the Governor. 
1\\eA to-day, Superintendent C. C. 
Owens, of the State Institution for 
Feeble-minded Children, located here, 
pronounced the Institution a failure 
from a medico-pedagogic sense, and 
suggests that it be abolished os auch 
and that It be turned Into an asylum 
for the permanent care of the two 
thousand and odd pauper Idiots now 
going at large In the State. It is un¬ 
derstood that Gov. Beckham looks with 
'avor upon the suggestion of Dr. Owens, 
And that he will, in his message to the 
General Assembly, recommend that his 
Ideas be carried Into effect as a remedy 
for the enormous expenditure to which 
the State has been put for years under 
the present pauper Idiot system of al¬ 
lowing $75 a year for the support of 
each, expended under direction of a 
rommlitee appointed In court. The Au- 
rffev, in a recent report, shows that 
there are near 2,040 of these persons 
charge* on the State, and that in ten 
years the amount expended annually 
has grown from $75,058 to $i 36.937. Dr. 
Owens says that by the gathering of 
these Idiots the State will get rid of 
t portion of the burden, which no oth- 
tr State now supports in the manner In 
Milch Kentucky does, and the Institu¬ 
tion can be made a home for all Im¬ 
beciles and a life tutelage for Ill-ordered 
brains, and thus remove from society 
s II shock from contact with them and 
ftt the same time put a bar against the 
natural law of hereditary feebleness. 

The report of Superintendent Owens 
Is the first rhot has been made for sev¬ 
eral years by the heads of this Institu¬ 
tion, the failure being due to the fact 
that Superintendents had not held the 
office long enough to make an annual 
report. Dr. OwdfcS Is entitled to the 
credit of knowing that the time is not 
auspkiou* to ask the General Assembly 
for an appropriation and occupies the 
unique position of being the only Super¬ 
intendent not asking for one for some 
purpose. He anneunres that the institu¬ 
tion has lived within the appropriation 
for It. and that the children are happy 
»nd contented, well-fed and seasonably 
clothed. The number of children now In 
the institution la 144. During the year 
twenty-seven were received and eight¬ 
een discharged, and there were three 
deaths of Incipient consumption.

A Strong Argument. 


The letter of Dr. Owens to the Gov¬ 
ernor submitting his report presents a 
strong argument for the changing of 
the Institution, of which he is the head, 
Into a home for all pauper Idiots. In 
part he says: “In a medico-pedagogic 
sense this Institution la almost a failure. 
We cannot cure epilepsy; we cannot re¬ 
move organic lesions, nor we cannot 
make bright men and women out of 
feeble-minded children. A*i educated Im¬ 
becile cannot be legally held to any con¬ 
tract. therefore, above all he or she 
must be denied a contract of marriage. 
An ill-ordered brain Is organic with no 
hope of recovery and should have life¬ 
long tutelage in an Institution where 
this Is an absolute estoppel of that gen¬ 
eration. but a disordered brain Is func¬ 
tional and under proper environment 
healthy. When It is the pleasure of the 
legislature to act upon the question of 
the 2.000 1ml>ecile8 In the State of Ken- 
tucky your Excellency should not over¬ 
look the fact that posterity will declare 
Ills a wise message to the General As¬ 
sembly in asking them to force all 
feeble-minded children Into a common 
home, where peradventure no 8?ed will 
be dkfseminated." |

CARNEGIE TALKS 

OF GIFTS OF BONDS. 


Says If Government Cannot Dispose of 
Them He Can Turn Them 
Into Cash. 


SUGGESTS IT BE MADE ASYLUM 
FOR PAUPER IDIOTS. 


SUPERINTENDENTS REASONS. 


Cli lea go. Dec. 16.—A New York tele¬ 
gram to the Tribune says: 

Andrew Carnegie waa the principal 
speaker Saturday afternoon at the cere¬ 
monies attending the laying of the cor¬ 
nerstone of the High School of Com¬ 
merce. which is to be built at Sixty-fifth 
street, near Broadway. Before his ad¬ 
dress Mr. Carnegie was asked If there 
%vns any hitch over his offer of $10,000.- 
000 steel stock for the purpose of a na¬ 
tional university. He said: 

"I think everything will come out All 
right. There la some talk about the In¬ 
ability or Inappropriateness of the 
United States Government being able 
to sell the bonds. If the Government 
cannot sell the bonds I think I will be 
able to dispose of them.*' 

Regarding the cornerstone laying Mr. 
Carnegie said In part: 

“This school Is the pioneer high school 
of commerce In New York, or In the 
country, and it owes Its creation to the 
fact that the United States has become 
the leading commercial nation In the 
export of Its products, even Britain be¬ 
ing now second. The exports of our 
agricultural products have long been 
first among the nations, but recently 
we have entered Into competition with 
them In manufactured articles which 
we formerly had to import for our own 
wants. We are ultimately to be the 
greatest manufacturer and exporter of 
articles In the world, as we have long 
been of food products, and such schools 
of commerce have become an Impera¬ 
tive necessity In the great seaport of 
the Union." 

The building as now planned will give 
accommodation to from 1.200 to 1.500 
pupils, who will be given Instruction In 
every branch of knowiedge tending io 
fit them for the world of commerce and 
f.nance. The structure will cost upward 
of $300,000. It will be ready for occu¬ 
pancy In about eighteen months. It Is 
the outcome of the efforts of the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce and the trustees of 
Columbia Un iversity. _ 

LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR 

ONE OF THE ASSAILANTS. 


Three Men Who Attended a Montana 
Party Are Waylaid and One of 
Them May Die. 


Missoula, Mont.. Dec. 16—James 
Blockley, T. B. Plunkett and Theodore 
Booth, strangers In Missoula, while re¬ 
turning to their hotel from a party 
given by Mrs. Frank Higgins, mother 
of the Lieutenant Governor of the 
State, were waylaid by three men. 
Booth, who represented the Globe To¬ 
bacco Company, of Detroit, Mich., sus¬ 
tained a fractured skull and may die. 
His companions were unhurt.

It Is Believed At Atlantic City That 
the Bold Navigator Has

Atlantic City. N. J.. Dec 16 —Capt. 
William W. Andrews and his bride 
sailed from Young’s Pier Sunday. Sep¬ 
tember 28, In their thlrteen-foot dory, 
the Dark Secret. They expected to

N EW YORK, Dec, 16—Andy Freed¬ 
man obtained an Injunction late 
this owning in the Supreme 
CVurt. through counsel, to re¬ 
strain A O. S pul ding from assuming the 
presidency of the National Baseball 
league and from Interfering with the 
business of the National league in any 
way whatever. 

The order further restrains Nicholas E 
Young from delivering to Spalding any of 
the books, records or papers of the league. 
Th« defendants are ordered to show cause 
beforo Judge Scott December 19 why the 
Injunction shoukl not be made permanent. 

In this action Mr. Freedman represented 
the New York. Boston. Cincinnati and St. 
Louis Baseball dubs, these four being the 
organization* whose respective presidents 
left the meeting of the National I-cogue 
magnates at the Fifth Avenue Hotel early 
on Saturday morning last. 

Mr. Freedman declares to-night that 
there shall be no further controversy be¬ 
tween him and Mr. Spalling, who stands 
as the representative of the other four 
clubs in the National League—Brooklyn. 
Philadelphia, Chicago and Pittsburg. He 
assorts that whatever future action may 
be taken to settle the fight In the league 
will be taken in the courts. 

• • • 

Declared Freedman Out. 

By tho Injunction proceedings Freed¬ 
man hopes to have the election of Mr. 
Spalding as president of the league de¬ 
clared Illegal. The legal papers In Mr 
Freedman's suit were served on Mr. Spald¬ 
ing late in the afternoon ns he was leav¬ 
ing the m*H>tlng-room at the hotel, where 
he had been acting as president of the 
league for the first t.me following a dec¬ 
laration In the afternoon that ho was 
president of the league and declaring Mr. 
Freedman out of the National League. 

Further than to make the simple decla¬ 
ration that Mr. Freedman was out of the 
National League Mr. Spalding did noth¬ 
ing, apparently. Many followers of base¬ 
ball to-night argued that this declaration 
wm# tantamount to on expulsion of Mr. 
Freedman, but others nrgue*l adversely, 
and Mr. Spalding himself said Mr. Fret-d- 
mar. had not been expelled from the 
Icafua 

• • • 

Promise To Aid Spalding. 

Mr. Spalding gave out in„ the evening 
copies of telegrams he had received from 
P. T. Powers, of the Eastern League, and 
Ban Johnson, of the American League, in 
which these two men promised their co¬ 
operation to Mr. Spalding. Mr. Spalding 
Is authority for the statement that the 
final steps In the proposed process of put¬ 
ting Air. Freedman out of the National 
League rests with the stockholders of the 
New York Club. 

“I am the president of the National 
League," declared Mr. Spalding. “I shall 
be present to preside at the future meet¬ 
ings of the league. In view of his ac¬ 
tions, I defy Andy Freedman lo come to 
the meetings of Ihe league. I therefore 
declare Mm out of baseball. The Freed¬ 
man Incident is closed." 

# • » 

A Significant Statement. 

It was the opinion of many to-night 
that the only means by which Mr. Freed¬ 
man could be put out of the league was 
through the disruption of that body. It 
was suggested that an amalgamation of 
the American and National leagues might 
take place and a twelve-club circuit be 
adopted. Mr. Spalding made what was 
known to he a significant remark In refer¬ 
ence to this when he said: 

“It may not be so easy to get playing 
grounds In New York, but neither will It 
be so easy to cut streets through grounds 
after January l. M 

The time set for the meeting nt the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel to-day by Mr. Spald¬ 
ing when he declared in an open letter 
that he could furnish the wherewithal to 
remove Mr. Freedman from baseball wus 
4 : 3 n o'clock. It was nearly b o'clock 
when he reached the hotel. The meeting 
was at once convened Then* were pres¬ 
ent P. T. Powers. Tim Murnnne. presi¬ 
dent of the New England League; John 
M. Ward, Charles Kbbltts. John H Day, 
a number of reporters nnd many specta¬ 
tors and hasebnll enthusiasts. 

‘Is Mr. Freedman here'*" asked Mr. 
Spalding. "1 see he is not," he went on, 
“and that he has not sent a representa¬ 
tive. Well, I'm sorry." Mr. Spalding 
Siild he would wait awhile for Mr. Freed 
man. Then he read n letter that he to¬ 
day sent to Mr. Freedman.

Challenges Freedman. 


W. H. Conant. of Boston, said to-night 
he did not see how Mr. Freedman was to 
bo gotten out of baseball. "There Is only 
one provision in the constitution.’' he 
said, "under which he can be expelled— 
nonpayment of dues. T guess the thing 
won't go much further." 

Mr. Oonant said eminent counsel had 
declared Spalding's election illegal. 

Soden, of Boston, said to-night: “We 
took the matter into court ao that we 
could have an opinion as to the validity 
of Spalding's election. The case is en¬ 
tirely a friendly one. We simply want to 
know where we stand, that we may know 
how to proceed." 

Earlier In the day Spalding sent tele¬ 
grams to P. T. Power*, of the Eastern 
I league, and Ban Johnson, of the Amer¬ 
ican League, In which he declared him¬ 
self president of tho National League and 
stated that he had pubKely declared that 
Mr. Freedman must be removed from pro¬ 
fessional baseball. Po*er* replied: 

"1 am wKn you on this Freedman prop¬ 
osition. You can rely on my i.earty co¬ 
operation ami unqoaT.iled support." 

Ban Johnson replied: "I join heartily 
with you In your efforts to rid the game 
of Andrew Freedman. Go ahead, and let 
me kn^w ho* I rwn assist you."

Chicago. Dec. 16.—[Special.}—Ban John¬ 
son practically admitted to-day that there 
had been a secret understanding between 
his league and A. G. Spalding for Blx 
months or mure. The opinion Is broad¬ 
cast here now that Jim Hart has acted 
an an agent, representing A. G. Spalding, 
and has been the man to bring the two 
together and that this means a perfect 
peace, with two big baseball organiza¬ 
tions In the field, respecting each other's 
rights and players. 

This explanation also Is given for the 
remarkable stand w*hlch Spalding took 
In the New York meeting when he forced 
the issue with Freedman. 

Freedman will have no chance with the 
American League. This much Ban John¬ 
son declares. 

"The acceptance of the presidency of 
the National League by A G. Spalding 
was no surprise to me." says Johnson. 
"I met Spalding at Atlantic City lust 
June and l saw him again In October. I 
nm glad that he Is elected because it 
means that there is practically pcuce be¬ 
tween the two leagues now. 

"There will be no amalgamation of the 
two longue*. I shall never consent to 
that because there Is room for two 
leagues In this country. Spalding and I 
agree on that point." 

MADDEN BUYS OGDEN. 

Imported Horse, Which Won the Fu¬ 
turity, Now At Hamburg Place. 

Lexington. Ky.. Dec. 16 —[Special. 1— 
John H Madden, the noted Lexington 
turfman, whose successes on tho turf 
have been the sensation of the year fof 
half a dozen seasons, has secured from 
William Lnkelund Imp. Ogden, which en¬ 
joys the distinction of having won both 
before and after having beer, retired to 
the stud. Ogden will be placed in the 
stud at Hamburg Place and will next 
spring be bred to a choice lot of mares. 
William Lakeland bought Ogden at the 
Daly dispersal for 66,000, and the horse 
won five races this year, two of them on 
the same day. 

Ogden is a magnificent looking brown 
horse, foaled In 1S94 by Kilwarin. dam 
Oriole, by Ben d’Or. Ho belongs to the 
number six family of the figure system, 
whose representatives have been twelve 
times winner of the Kpenm Derby. His 
sire was a superior race horse and winner 
of the classic St. Ledger and other Im¬ 
portant stakes. The dam Is sired by the 
Derby winner Ben d’Or, sire of the horse 
of the century Ormonde. As a two-year- 
old Ogden started eight times and won 
three races, being three times second, 
twice to a stable companion. He Is the 
only Imported horse that ever won the 
classic Futurity, In which he defeated 
among others the great Ornament. He 
won the Great Eastern Handicap, run¬ 
ning the Futurity course with 125 pounds 
up In 1:10, defeating Ornament, The FVlar, 
the Flying Voter. Typhoon. Sunny Slope 
and others. In his four-ycar-old form he 
took four races. He was then retired to 
lh»* Hitter Root Stud and next appeared 
this season after he hud been purchase^! 
by Lakeland. At Shcepsheud Bay on Sep¬ 
tember 2 he picked up 130 pounds top 
weight and won at six furlunes in 1:13 1-5, 
finishing ahead of Cameron. Bellnrlo. Un¬ 
masked and others. He stnrted that same 
afternoon In u hnndlrap at otte and one- 
sixteenth miles on the turf, carried 126 
pounds again top weight and won han¬ 
dily fr<*m such as The Flying Monurka, 
Klnniklnlc and others. 

One remarkable faet In connection with 
Ogden is that he retires at seven years 
hs sound as the day he was foaled, some¬ 
thing that is exceedingly rare. The Amer- 
can hors<» as a rule Is compelled to retire 
after a campaign of two or three years, 
on account of various Infirmities In Og¬ 
den Madden has again shown his astute¬ 
ness In thut he hns an Imported horse 
which hns shown his worth on this sldr 
of th«* water and that can be compared 
with the best In America, while other 
breeders have been forced to take those 
which are In a certain degree experi¬ 
ments. _ _

If Miss Louisville had been a school 
marm yeeterdaj*, she would probably 
have "switched'* several of her trains 
for tardlncjie. 

Of the twenty-three trains that arrive 
at Union depot. Seventh and the river, 
dally, only one waa on time, the re¬ 
mainder varying In lattmesa from three 
minute# to five hours. Twelve were 
more than one hour late, and nine of 
these more than two hours behind 
schedule time. 

It was the same old story—that 
brought In by the several engineers— 
watches ran faster than their trains. 
Delays were charged to the zero 
weather and the high waters, but ft 
greater portion of the complaint was 
against the drop In mercury. There 
were many freeze-ups of the engines* 
Injectors, and the steam pipes on the 
coaches frequently turned to ice. Mauy 
a heater on a sleeper was thawed out 
at the different Louisville yard# yes¬ 
terday. 

"Under the most favorable circum¬ 
stances.” said one engineer, "we can’t 
make good time in cold weather—every¬ 
thing runs stiff. If the weather had not 
been cold the heavy rains had softened 
the tracks and made ua more careful." 

A Chesapeake and Ohio engineer ac¬ 
counted for his delay last night by say¬ 
ing that a washout of a bridge forced 
all C. and O. trains to run part of the 
way over the Norfolk and Western.

Nearly Twelve Hour# Late. 

One C. and O. train broke all records 
Sunday. It wa#» eleven hours and forty 
mtnutes late. When it reached Frank¬ 
fort the conductor «aw- that there was a 
chance to come into Louisville over 
twelve hours late, which would mean 
the forfeiting of rights and the olasslrfg 
of the the train as a special, to finish 
the Journey on telegraph *:hedule. He 
therefore changed numbers, and made 
his train first of No. 23. Thus a train 
facing tow'ard Louisville was down as 
the first section of a train leaving Lou¬ 
isville. The conductor feared he would 
get hung up between Frankfort and 
lyoulsvllle. and be forced to give right of 
way to any and all trains East, hence 
his shift in numbers. 

All the railroad wires out of Louis¬ 
ville were working well yesterday, quite 
In contrast to conditions Sunday, as at 
7 o'clock on that morning at the Illinois 
Central train dispatcher's office, Union 
depot, only one of the twelve lines was 
In operation, and It only went to Central 
on a double splice.

REMAINS IN EXCHANGE. 


President Barnard Makes Anonunce- 
ment and Election of J. T. Laf- 
fan As Inspector Follows. 


J. T. Laffan was elected inspector by 
the Louisville Leaf Tobacco Exchange 
yesterday, succeeding for the ensuing 
term of four years T. H. Glover, by a 
vote of 23 to 10.

MR. TILFORD’S BOOKS SHOW 
INCREASE IN BUILDING. 


Cost of Warehouses, Stores and Fac¬ 
tories Since 1807 Amounts 
To $1,907,161. 


Mr. Robert J. Tllford, Building In¬ 
spector. has prepared a statement of the 
■number and cost of new factories, ware¬ 
houses and stores for the four years 
beginning In 1897 and ending In 1901.

Men Now Relieved By Extra Motor- 
men and Given Hot Coffee. 


ORDINANCE WILL BE HELD UP. 


The Council Committee on Railroads 
met yesterday afternoon at the City 
Hall to decide how it would report the 
ordinance introduced by Councilman 
Blltx to compel the Louisville Hallway 
Company to put vestibules on all Its 
cars between November 1 and April 1 
of every year. The committee Is com¬ 
posed of Councllmen Greer. Cook. Hum¬ 
mel and Bevllle. Mr. T. J. Mlnary. 
president of the Louisville Railway 
Company, appeared before the commit¬ 
tee and made an argument against ths 
passage of the ordinance. 

Mr. Mlnary said that the company 
did not want the Council to take hasty 
action, for the reason that plans had al¬ 
ready been made to remedy the evil 
complained of. He said that the com¬ 
pany would purchase shortly a number 
of cars of the latest and most improved 
pattern. He said they would be vestl- 
buled, would be heated by electricity 
and would be new and completely ap¬ 
pointed In every detail. He explained 
that It would take much less money 
for the company to equip its present 
cars with vestibules than to purchase 
the new cars contemplated. However, 
he said the company was trying to give 
the city a thorough street railway sys¬ 
tem. but this could not be done In u 
day. Consequently he asked for time 
and deliberation. 

Mr. Mlnary further said that when 
the new cars were added to the system 
the great majority of the cars used by 
the company would be of the latest pat¬ 
tern. He declared that It was the com¬ 
pany’s aim to eliminate all the old- 
style cars from the service and that 
It would only be a matter of a short 
while until the service could not be ex¬ 
celled. 

Mr. Mlnary assured the committee 
that the order for the new vestlbuled 
cars was the beginning of a general 
change, and he intended to go even 
further than the Blltx ordinance Indi¬ 
cated. It called simply for vestlbullng 
cars, whereas the new cars would be 
heated and would have conductors as 
well, while next winter they Intend not 
on4y to vestibule but to heat all the 
large cars on the cross-town lines that 
have the inside brake. 

It Is said that the new* cars will be 
run on Fourth avenue and Walnut 
streets and possibly along other routes. 
As many as 100 may be purchased. 

• • • 

Says Policy Is Not Niggardly 

Mr. Mlnary said that the company’s 
policy was not niggardly, as numerous 
persons believed. 

”It is not the question of saving dol¬ 
lars and cents, as many persons claim,” 
said he. ”We are trying to Improve the 
service and we Intend to do It. As I 
have said, we could meet the require¬ 
ments of the complaints made at a 
smaller expenditure of money than will 
be required to Improve the system as I 
have Indicated. 

"Furthermore, we do not mistreat our 
employes. When the weather becomes 
as cold as 10 or 15 degrees above xero 
we place extra men at regular wages at 
all the car bams to relieve the 
regular men at Intervals in or¬ 
der that they may get thoroughly 
warm and to save them from the ex¬ 
posure. When the mercury falls as low 
as zero we have hot coffee at all the 
stations which we give the men to 
warm them up. We try to make the lot 
of our men as agreeable as ive can.” 

• • • 

No Report To-night. 

The Council Committee came to no 
conclusion as to whether it would re¬ 
port the ordinance favorably or un¬ 
favorably. However, It was announced 
that the ordinance would not be report¬ 
ed at the meeting of the Council to¬ 
night. Further time will be taken by 
the members of the committee to ac¬ 
quaint themselves with the situation.

INDEMNITY FROM THE FRENCH 


FOR MERCHANT VESSELS CON¬ 
FISCATED DURING WAR. 


SHE IS UNWILLING TO TALK. 


Lillian Nordlca will receive not far 
from $75,000 as her share of the receipts 
of the five months’ tour of this coun¬ 
try In song recitals, a sum satisfying 
to most financial and artistic tempera¬ 
ments. but the prlma donna Just now 
Is more interested In family trees than 
In net receipts. At the root of the tree, 
as well as the matter, lies $1,000,000 
which the singer hopes to secure from 
the United States Government as In¬ 
demnity for vessels taken from her 
father’s great-great-uncle by the 
French. 

In the war of the Revolution old 
Ichabod Norton, of Martha’s Vineyard, 
was the owner of merchant vessels ga¬ 
lore. But the French decided that they 
could put the craft to better use than 
Ichabod, and, w ithout so much as by 
your leave, they confiscated about a 
baker’s dozen. When the war ended the 
United States began Its suit for indem¬ 
nity. which, after years of litigation, 
was paid by the French Government. 
Long before Ichabod Norton had died 
without Issue. 

His brothers and sisters failed to 
press their claims for reimbursement, 
and it remained for the generation be¬ 
fore Madame Nordlca to begin the 
flght for the restoration of the fam¬ 
ily’s wealth. The effort was unsuccess¬ 
ful. however. A few days ago some dis¬ 
tant cousins of Nordlca’s. who live In 
Maine, met In conclave and decided 
upon having the records looked into 
and their collateral descent from Icha¬ 
bod Norton clearly proven. The pay- 
ment of the indemnity by the French 
Is a metter of history. 

The father of the diva was the sole 
member of his Immediate family, so 
that Nordlca and her sisters are able to 
trace more clearly than ail other 
branches of the family the nearness of 
their descent from Ichabod Norton. 

The original sum. with the Interest 
of all the years that have passed since 
it was paid, make up a fortune of sev¬ 
eral millions. 

It Is Nordlca’s belief that her portion 
will not fall below $1,000,000. 

She was asked last night If the re¬ 
port that she had placed the claim 
against the Government In the hands 
of former Speaker Thomas B. Reed, 
but her answer was that she was not 
at liberty to speak on this point. In re¬ 
gard to the history of the case and the 
truth of the story that Norton’s de¬ 
scendants are making the effort to se¬ 
cure the Indemnity and Interests, her 
sister. Mrs. Walker, who Is a guest on 
Nordtca's private car. talked freely. 
She expressed herself as confident that 
the justice of the claim could easily 
be proven. _ _
